“The drift of country population to 


the towns and cities, with their many 


amusements, indulgence of vices and 
higher wages,” said Mr. Haggard, “‘s 
fapping the strength of not only the 
English, but of every white race. It {fs 
true that higher wages are to be ob- 
tained in the towns by the altogether 
fit and strong, but on the other hand 
how many utterly fail and end ‘with 
their families in complete misery? 
There certainly is not employment for 
everybody, and ,the surroundings are 
far from healia/. 

This flocking to the towns meaus 
the ultimate destruction of the white 
races if it continues unchecked, We 
gee it now turning the race into a set 
of neurotic creatures, unfit, at any 
rate in the second or third genera- 
tion, to face the realities of existence. 
It is filling the poorhouses, the asylums 
and the hospitals. I say, heaven help 
the people who mainly dwell in great 
cities without access to the land. To 
remain great a people must be rooted 
in the land. That is why all wise 
statesmen, all people who can think 
and see things in their true propor- 
tions should endeavor at any cost to 
preserve or re-create a large and 
healthy rural population. 

“In my opinion, this is the most im- 
portant question of our age. The 
flocking of the landborn to the city 
has always been preliminary to the de- 
struction of nations. There is not the 
slightest reason to suppose that na- 
ture will change her decree in this 
matter. Although my knowledge of 
the United States is limited to wage 
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H. RIDER HAGGARD,

person and once in an official capacity, 
and the second-hand information of 
one who-has talked with many of its 
intelligent men, I say that conditions 
are just as bad in this reaspect there 
as they are here. ’ 
Demark as Object Lesson. 

“England, the United States and.the 
rest of the world should turn to Den- 
mark as an object lesson. Denmark 
can teach the whole world the bene- 
fits of co-operation, and the value of 
scientific education as appNed to. land. 
It is a small country and some time 
back it was confronted with an agri- 
cultural crisis which would have been 
fatal had it not been met in the right 
way. Then was evolved and subse- 
quently perfected a great co-operative 
system under which Denmark attained 
a remarkable prosperity, considering 
its size and climate. One has to but 
look at its exports of agriculturai 
products—eggs, butter, bacon, pork, 
etc.—to realize this. It is pre-emin- 
ently a country of the small man. I 
have seen in Denmark one of the fin- 
est large farms I have ever seen in 
any country, but such cases are ex- 
ceptional and the majority of holding. 
are small. There are only a few more 
than 800 holdings of over 540 acres 
each, as against 116,000 odd holdings 
of 7 and a quarter acres or under each. 
Most of the land there ig held in free- 
hold: over 90 per cent of the dairy 
farmers of Denmark own the land they 
farm. 

“In England there exists a great de- 
sire to further the small-holding 
movement, and increase the number of 
small-holders. This desire recently 
found expression in the act under 
which country councils can hire or 
purchase land and let it out to small- 


first-hand experience of a traveler who | 
has visited it twice, once as a-private — 


holders. The act is in force now «nd 
a@ number of farmers have taken hold- 
ings under its provisions. The diffi- 
culty is to make ‘smali-holdings pay 
while at the same time following the 
methods of the large English farmers. 
Farming, through one cause of an- 
other, such as the heaping of rates 
and other burdens on the land and the 
competition of untaxed foreign prod- 
ucts, is not highly remunerative in 
England. As a farmer of, say, 500 
any means easy 
to earn a reasonable profit and return 
of interest on capital invested, what 
chance has an average small man of 


| 


‘produce, and sending milk to marnet, 


making a living and paying a heavy 
rent to the county council if he mere- 
ly attempts to pursue the same meth- 
ods—that is, growing grain, raising 


bearing in mind that frequently he 
lacks capital sufficient to enable him to 
stand the strain of a bad season or 
two, that he has no credit society 
from which to borrow’ funds, and, 
speaking generally, that co-operation 
is nen-existent among his class and 
that therefore he cannot enjoy the 
benefits of co-operative buying and 
selling. 
Why the Dane Succeeds. 

“One of the reasons of the Danish 
small-holder’s comparative success is 
that he is, for his station, an extreme- 
ly well edwfcated man. For instance 
in .Denmark there are three colleges 
devoted to the education of small- 
holders. Young men or women of not 
less than 18 can go to these for a 
six months’ course, with which is 
furnished board, lodging and tuition, 
for $11 a month. After the age of 18 
there is no limit and quite. elder'y 
people attend. .I even heard of one 
man of 70 who took a course. In 
these colleges the students are in- 
structed in everything of use to small- 
holders. For inst&@nce, in addition to 
all agricultural pursuits, the women 
are taugnt home nursing, bookbinding 
and brush making, the result being 
that they leave college to wring their 
living from the soil much better equip- 
ped than the British small holder. 

“My contention is that small holding 
succeeds only where there ig co-opera- 
tion and knowledge. I am an abso- 
lute disbeliever in what I might call 
‘spoon-fed’ small holders. It/is no use 
taking people and spending large sums 
of money setting them up on land and 
expecting them to succeed. In most 
cases these come to nothing but grief. |

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Co-operative trading in an English small-holding colony. Internal trou- 


ble have arisen in the Salvation Army 


small-holdings farm colony at Boxted. 
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A striking illustration is furnished by 
the public spirited action f an_Ameri- 
can, Joseph Fels, the sOap manufac- 
turer. Fels started a small holding 
farm at Maryland, in Essex, and spent 
many thousands of pounds placing 
selected men upon it. What has been 
the result? After a few years only 
two or three men are left to fight 
against the obstacles which the others 
found too great for them or were un- 
fitted to overcome. Still another in- 
stance is furnished by Boxted, near 
Cclchester, where the Salvation Army, 
with the help of $200,000 left by the 
ate George, Herring, started a back- 
to-the-land colony. Although it has 
been going but a year, already serious 


troubles have arisen arid there is, I un- 


iil 


derstand, some danger of a break- 
down of the scheme. 

“Small holders, in my opinion, will 
only be successful through their own 


jefforts, aided by co-operation, knowl- 


edge and intensive culture of the land. 

“Although J] think this a national 
problem, I do not consider it the duty 
of the government to entirely finance 
schools for small holders. To be sure, 
a state grant might be made and coun- 
ty authorities might help, also I look 
tc public-spirited men of wealth to 
give the scheme the initial support 
that it needs. Eventually, however, 
these colleges should become self-sup- 
porting. Tak@ the case of the school 
at Ringsted, in Denmark, which was 
founded in 1903. It has accommodation 


for 200 mén. and women and in 1910 | 


it had instructed more than 5,000 peo-. 
ple. It started with a state loan of 
$16,625, a private grant of $11,350 and 


.@ guaranteed loan of $4,155 made b; 


i townspeople and farmers interested. 


.In'1910, the school, with its experiment- 


al 


farm, was valued at $110,000 and 


insured for $85,000 and it now pays 


its own way. If this can be done in 
Denmark, why cannot it be done in 
England, or any other country? 

The Difficulty in England. 

“The difficulty I see in England lies 
in persuading any considerable num- 
ber of the class suitable for small 
holders to agree to take such a course 
of instruction and to pay a small fee. 
Unfortunatcly there is a very general 
idea that knowledge of the land and 
how to work it comes by the light of 
nature, 

“I have already suggested that in 
Cambridgeshire, as near to Cambridge 
as Can conveniently be managed, where 
the land is specially suited for small 
holdings because of the prevalence of 
fen-land that can be easily worked 


‘with a single horse, an institution for 
| the education of small holders, based 
‘as nearly as possiblé on the model of 


| Ringsted, 


' 


should be established. In 
such an institution no one, male or fe- 
male, should be admitted until they 
were at least 16 years of age—I should 
prefer 18. There should be a summer 
and winter course of five.or six months 
each. The pupils should be asked to 
pay a small sum in return for the 
great advantages they would receive 
(for I don't believe in mental any 
more than in physical pauperization). 
There should be no examinations, but 
discretionary power should be. given 
to those in authority in the institu- 


| tion to ask any who are idle or worth- 


There should be no 
admission, for why 
shouldn’t men or women of middle 


less to retire. 
age limit of 


‘life have the right of learning what 


they wish to learn? Why should ev- 
ery good gift be showered on the 
young? 

“I should propose that attached to 
the educational establishment there 
should be a farm of sufficient size to 
allow of the demonstration of every 
branch of. agriculture likely to be of 
benefit to the small man. These should 
certainly include fruit growing, apis 
culture and poultry keeping. 

“Unfortunately the question of smalj 
holdings is becoming mixed up with 
politics in England. At the presen} 
moment there are two schools of 
thought. One wants small holders to 
occupy farms under county couneil 
leases, which. is a step toward land 
nationalization. The other school wants 
smal] holders to become freeholdefs, 
which is a step toward a large in- 
crease in individual ownership, and 
incidentally would mean am increase 
in the number of conservatives. Ten- 
ants of land of the small holding class 
often remain radical, because they 
have something to agitate for—the 
improvement of their condition, lessen- 
ing of rent, ete.; actual owners of 
land, on the contrary, are almost cer- 
tain to become conservative, 
they have all they can get and want 
to keep what they have. 

- “This sucking power of the towns,” 
declared Rider Haggard in conclusion, 
“is a permanent problem confronting 
civilization. It was so in Rome and 
it is so today. There is no stability 
of character to be found in the town 
dweller. He is easily carried away by 
his feelings. We must look to =the 
dwellers on the land for that fixity of 
character which a country needs to 
remain great.”

GOSSIP OF FOREIGN COURTS

London, January  6.—(Special.)— 
Unless there is some unexpected change 
in the program the king and queen 
will arrive home not later than the 
first week in February and will at 
once take up their residence in Buck- 
ingham palace /for the remainder of 
the winter and early spring. 

No social program has been as yet 
definitely arranged for their majesties, 
but it is expected that audiences and 
levees will be held soon after their 
arrival and that society will take on 
new life. 

The younger royal children are par- 
ticularly anxious to see their mother. 
Queen Mary, while a strict discipli- 
narian, is a most devoted mother and 
her children hold her almost in ado- 
ration. Little Prince John, who is as 
nearly a favorite as a4 child can be 
with so good a mother as the queen, 
has missed her particularly. 

The king’s sons all seem to have in- 
herited a good share of the na un.

The Appalling’ Fire Hazard in 


merica. 
(Current Literature, January.) 
That we have arrived at a state of 
conflagration which may be called 
continuous is the startling assertion 
made by Arthur E. McFarlane, au- 
thor of “Fire and the Sky-scraper”’ 
and “The Inflammable Tenement,” in 
McClure’s Magazine. By conflagra- 
tions—fires which cause a loss of half 
a million dcllars or more—we have 
since 1866 lost $1,005,816,138. The fire 
loss for 1911 amounts to approximate- 
ly $250,000,000. That, the writer de- 
clares in stirring recital of our fire 
peril in the United States, is the 
equivalent of three conflagrations, in 
the terminology of the underwriters, 
every two days and one genuine §$5,- 
000,000 conflagration every week. We 
are now burnin no lesS than 520 
buildings a day. e might regard this 
estimate as exaggerated, if ex-Fire 
Chief Croker, writing in The World's 
Work, had not placed New York’s av- 
erage of fires at thirty a day. At least 
fifteen of these are due to careless- 
ness. Fire prevention, he avers, means 
watching the little things, for it is 
the little things that cause the big 
fires. Both Mr: Croker and Mr. Mc- 
Farlane seem to fear a terrible con- 
flagration for New York, such as has 
fallen to the lot of every great Amert- 
san city, but from which the metropo- 
itis has so far remained miraculously 
free. By the law of chance, the fire 
peril, in spite of the efficiency of the 
fire fighters, should be most imril- 
nent in New York.

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RUSSIA OFFENDED 
BY ACT OF HOUSE 
However, New Treaty Will 


Probably Be Fixed Before 
Old One Lapses. 


St. ePtersburg, January 6.—(5pe- 
cial.)-—There is no disguising the fact 
that Russia is deeply offended at the 
action of the United States in de- 
nouncing the treaty of 1832. If it had 
not Leen for the reselution passed by 
the American house of representatives 
this feeling of resentment would 
probably not have been so pronounced. 

The language used in this resolutiog 
and the fact that it ae as ba gone 
mously by the American bo - 
resentaitan indicated for the first time 
to even official Russia the seriousness 
of the situation. It had been taken 
here by official Russia that the agita- 
tion was merely a playing of — 
for the big Jewish vote on the eve ¢ 
a presidential election and that 
would not amount to anything. The 
fact that some of the strongest advo- 
cates of the abrogation of ‘the treaty 
represented sections in the United 
States where the Jewish vote is negli- 
gible indicated for the firat time that 
the question in the United States was 
outside of politics. And that the feel- 
ing against Russia was something to 
be, reckoned with. 

There has been a good deal of talk 
of boycotting American goods and re- 
fusal to negotiate another treaty, but 
this is not likely to result seriously. 

The manner in which President Taft 
took the matter in hand has left an 
opening for negotiations of which the 
Russian oth ae pa will in all proba- 
bility avail itseif. 

It ts not improbable that the Rus- 
sian ambassador at Washington will be 
instructed to take up the matter of a 
new treaty with the United States 
shortly after the New Year and that a 
new treaty will have been negotiated 
before the old one lapses. 

Russia is keeping a close watch on 
the Balkan situation which threatens 
to become acute. The whole of Euro- 
pean Turkey is in a state of turmoil. 
Brigandage is rife, there are constant 
clashes between the Bulgarians and 
the Turks and it would cause no sur- 
prise here if it became necessary for 
the powers to intervene. 

Russia proposes to be prepared in 
case this becomes necessary. The gar- 
risons in the southwestern borders are 
being strengthened and if, as is not 
unlikely, the time soon arrives for the 
cutting up of Turkey the czar proposes 
tc be in position to demand and secure 
his rtion. 

“The situation in Persia is clearing. 
The action of the Persian council in 
conceding Russia’s demands makes it 
plain that the danger of an outbreak in 
that part of the world had been ob- 
viated. It is confidentially believed 
here that within a very short time Mr. 
Schuster and his American associates 
will have left Persia and that officials 
will be appointed in their stead, who

Meadows’ assertion what made in con- 
nection with a report that the federal: 
authorities were investigating whether |. 
other unions were interested with the. 
iron workers in having the Von Spreck- 
elsen property destroyed. 

Conferences Were Held. 

Conferences of men alleged to have 
accomplished the explosions were held 
in a hbdtel owned by John Halfman, | 
who said today he had testified before’. 
the county grand jury last year that, 
Meadows attended some of those con-| 
ferences. This Meadows denied but he! 
admitted meeting at Halfman’s place, 
walking delegates for unions that were 
endeavoring to persuade non-union men |, 
to quit work on one of Von Spreck- 
elsen’s contracts nearby. 

“Three weeks before the Von Spreck- 
elsen explosions,” said Halfman, “two' 
men who said they were from Chicago 
and whose names I do not remember, . 
rented a room from me, They were: 
brought by the business agent here of a) 
certain union, He told me the Chicago! 
men were in the business of frighten- | 
ing off “scab” workmen and “fixing”’ 
non-union jobs. He said they were 
here to “fix’’ the local situation. 

“Many men who came to meet the 
strangers I recognized as connected 
with labor unions, but the one I know. 
by name was Meadows. The Chicago 
man left here three days before the ex- | 
plosion and I have not seen them, 
since.” |

Topeka, Kan., January 6.—‘“I am in 
favor of the nomination and election of 
Theodore Roosevelt for president,” 
Governor W. R. Stubbs, “progressive” 
republican, says in a statement issued 
here late today. 

“First,” Governor Stubbs continues, 
“because the imperative need in our 
country for the next four years is a 
president who believes in his heart the 
Policies advocated by Lincoln and who 
has the courage of his convictions. 

“Second, because Colonel Roosevelt 
more than any other man js responsible 
for the nation-wide forward movement

MORE AID ASKED 
FOR THE MILITIA 


Gen. Evans Submits Annual 
Report—Limit of Sacri- 
fice Reached. ° 


Washington, January 6.—There were 
1,672 less men in the organized militia 
last year than the year before, the 
total for 1911 being 9,172 officers and 
108,816 men. Brigadier General R. K. 
Evans, chief of the division of militia 
affairs, has called attention in his an- 
nual report to the faults and virtues of 
the militia. 

General Evans wants: Federal pay 
for adjutant generals of the states; 
special financial aid by the gopernment 
for the field artilleery and capalry of 
the militia; more sergeamts in the reg- 
ular army who may be, detailed to 
duty~as instructors to the militia; the 
suply by the government of a limited 
number of horses and forage for the 
militia cavalry, and federal pay for 
militia service. 

Nearly all of the seventy-four troops 
of militia cavelry are untrained in the 
use of horses, and are, in fact, nothing 
but infantry. : 

Touching the proposition to pay for 
militia service, General Evans says it 
is believed the Hmit of sacrifice that 
can be asked of the militia under the 
present laws and without compensa- 
tion has been almost reached. 

Called into active service, the militia 
would contain only about 42 per cent 
of the war strength to which it should 
be raised, showing, in General Evans’ 
opinion, great need for a reserve force. 
The United States is the only power 
which provides no reserves, and Gen- 
eral Evans suggests a scheme for the 
creation of one based on an enlistment 
period of seven years, not less than 
two nor more than three of which shall

Accompanying the bill wil 
be a voluminous report which will be 
signed by each member of the commis- 
sion, giving the result of feur years of 
study deliberation. 

In making its report on Monday, the 
commission will be complying strict- 
(ly with the law as amended recently 
'by the resolution of Senator Cummins; 
‘however, although its report will be 
submitted on January 8 ‘tthe commis- 
sion will not go out of business until 
March $1. 

Hearings onthe money bill will 
shortly begin béfore the finance com- 
mittee of the senate, and the banking 
'and currency committee of the house. 
| The commission realize that an ex- 


, tensive campaign of education must be} 


‘undertaken to explain the provisions 
|of the bill to the public and arouse a 
public sentiment that wil result in its 
enactment into legislation. 

The proposed plan of currency re- 
form differs in many essential respects 
from a central banking scheme such as 
.is representeg in the Imperial bank, of 
Germany, or the Bank of France. The 
advocates of the plan’ expect that the 
principal controversy will range 
around the provision for the control of 
the National Reserve Association, which 
is' to be incorporated with a capital of 
$200,000,000, and is degigned to become 
fiscal agent of the government. One 
, argument against the plan will be that 
| too little authority is given to officials 
.of the treasury, and too much to the 
|representatives cf the banks forming 
ithe assoctation. 

Every avenue leading to monopolis- 
‘tic control of the National Reserve As- 
‘sociation has sought to be guarded by 
the commission. To this end it is pro- 
vided that New York, with 30 per cent 
'of the banking capital of the United 
States, can secure but one-tenth of the 
‘control of the association. The south 
‘will control 23 per cent. 

The National Reserve Association is 
authorized to rediscount commercial 
paper and to issue notes against such 
security. All outstanding bank notes 
are to be returned and the notes of 
ithe association issued in exchange.

-ment of all debts, public and private, 
junless gold is specifically provided for 
lin the contract. 
| The reserve association may open 
(branches abroad and do a foreign ex- 
change business. It will receive on 
deposit moneys now lodged in the na-

MAYOR'S POLICIES 
ARE ADVOCATED 
He and Council Members Are} 


Working in Harmony for 
City’s Interests. 


An entente cordiale has apparently 
been established between the exevu-| 
tive and legislative branches of the city 
government, and it seems to be mani- 
fest that those astute political seers, 
who have confidently and consistently 
predicted a widening breach between 
the mayor and the 1912 general coun- 
cil, erred in their reckonings. 

Evidence of the truth of this state- 
ment is contained in a recent news- 
paper interview given out by Judge 
John S Candler, chairman of the 
council finance committee. In this 
interview Judge Candler is quoted as 
having declared that during the pres- 
ent year an increase of 5 per cent in 
salaries would be allowed the public 
schodl teachers, that an appropriation 
to pay for 25 additional policemen 
would be forthcoming, that the au- 
ditorium-armory would be sufficient- 
ly enlarged to accommodate the re- 
cently augmented Fifth regiment, that 
a fund of $16,000 would be appropri- 
ated toward the construction of the 
Bellwood avenue viaduct and that a 
$50,000 building -would be erected to 
house the English Commercial High 
school for girls. 

Policies of the Mayor. 
That the matters enumerated above 


are sOMe of the most important of 
Mayor Winn’s policies is generally 
known. This positive declaration 


that they would be carried into effect 
during the present year, coming as it 
does from no less authority than Judge 
Candler, chairman of the council fi- 
nance committee, mayor pro tem. and 
influential figure in the general coun- 
cil, very clearly indicates a cordial 
co-operation between the mayor and 
the members of the general council, 
for in the absence ‘of such a spirit of 
co-operation it is not to be supposed 
that the policies of the mayor would 
receive such strong support at the 
hands of council as to justify the fore- 
gone conclusion arrived at by the 
Chairman of the finance committee, 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
to those on the inside that for weeks: 
in fact, ever since the primary elec- 
tion, Mayor Winn has been in con- 
stant conference and consultation with 
the members of the 1912 council, and 
it appears from Judge Candler’s in- 
terview that these conferences have 
brought about a cordial co-operation 
that will result in great good to the 
city. : 

A well-known member of council is 
authority for the statement that al- 
most without exception the membets 
of council consulted by the mayor 
have been in hearty accord with his 
policies and have used their influence 
in bringing about a spirit of harmony 
which both they and the mayor hope 
will make the accomplishments of 1912 
memorable in the city’s history. 

Big ImProvements Discussed. 

It is said that in addition to the 
matters mentioned by Judge Candler 
a majority of the members. of the 
council] have discussed with the mayor 
the closing up of the tnderpasses in 
the Forsyth street viaduct, continued 
effort on the part of the city toward 
an equalization of tax assessments, 
the securing of a charter amendment 
that will provide for a method of ap- 
peal from tax assessments, legisla- 
tion that will afford relief from the 
smoke nuisance, sale of the § city 
stockade, ai immediate addition to the 
present crematcry so as to tempor- 
arily solve the garbage problem and 
the working out of plans. for the 
building of a permanent garbage dis- 
posal plant on the recently purchased 
Intrenchment creek site, the widening 
of Marietta street, the widening of 
Georgia avenue, the ropriation of 
$30,000 for the compl¢tion of the new 
Tenth Ward schcol, the necessity 
for such action as will secure for the 
city and its citizens the lowest pos- 
sible rates for electric lighting and 
electric power. 

It is thus seen-that the task set: by 
the city government for itself is a big 
and important one and the apparent 
efforts of the mayor and _ council 
toward harmonious co-operation will 
greatly strengthen the possibilities of 
success.

This was 
especially the case when it is consid- 
ered that practically all the records 
for the middle and long-distance runs 
were lowered, and here is where Eng- 
land always has been particularly 
strong. : 

It is admitted the chances are 
strongly in favor of America making 
almost as strong a showing in field ana 
track athletics as she did in London, 
but England has not given up hope. 


We are all prone to dwell on turf 
Statistics at the end of the season, 
and I have from time to time given 
figures showing winning jockeys, own- 
ers, sires, etc. Hence I[ feel justified 
in quoting the following from Truth 
on this kind of figuring: 

“Since the close of the racing sea- 
son the sporting papers have been dis- 
cussing the statistics of the year, most 
of which are foolish and ridiculous, 
while others are grossly misleading. 
The absurdity of ‘winning trainers’ is 
as flagrant as that of ‘winning jock- 
eys.’ If a trainer has good horses in 
his stable he must be an incapable 
dolt if he does not win a large sum for 
his employers, but if he has a lot of 
bad animals no amount of cleverness in 
his business will enable him to stand 
high on this egregious list. 

“It is the same with ‘wipning jock- 
eys.” A fashionable jockey; w 
ride in every race, and who. is 
usually able to pick his mount, | must 
inevitably be at the top of the list, 
while others, who are not so fortuhate, 
must as certainly be low down, how- 
ever well they may acquit themsglves 
when they have a chance. By the 
way, an excellent judge of racing, 
whose experience has been very con- 
siderable, informs me that he regards

ably good average. 

“As to the ‘winning owners,’ the fig- 
ures are absolutely worthless, for they 
simply represent the gross sum which 
has béen won in stakes. The fact is 
that the owner of a large stud, whose 
horses are heavily engaged in all kinds 
of races, may be very near the top of 
this list, and, nevertheless, he will be 
really thousands of pounds out of pock- 
et. The money originally sunk in 
purchasing the horses, the now enor- 
mous cost of training and racing the 
animals, and the forfeits, run away 
with sums of money which unsophis- 
er people would consider 
ble. 

“In these days, when subscription 
stakes are so common, forfeits mount 
up with fearful rapidity, and a few 
bad weeks will put a prominent own- 
er many thousands of pounds on the 
wrong side. 

“It'is amusing to read asinine gush- 
ings over the immense suntis, which 
are now ‘given in stakes,’ according 
to the simpletons who tindite this rub- 
bish. The fact is. that at least three- 
fourths of the gross sum thus ‘given’ 
comes out of the pockets of the own- 
ers: themselves, thanks to the dexter- 
ous system Of entrances and successive 
forfeits which prevail:at every meet- 
in the country except at Aseot, 
and nowhere are owners so outrage- 
ously fleeced as at.Newmarket. It is 
a most impudent piece of suppressio 
veri for a - writer to eulogize the ‘ex- 
ecutives’ for their liberality in dis-

Athletic club, with a put of 38 feet

feet 2% inches. And Matt McGrath 
Drought the outdoor season to a bril- 
liant finish on the 29th, at Celtic park, 
New York, by throwing the 16-pound 
hamimer to the extraordinary distance 
of 187 feet 4 inches, routing complete- 
ly J. Flanagan's world’s record of 179 
feet 6% inches. 

Indoor Meets. 

The few indoor meets held so far 
this season have been marked by only 
two exceptionally fine performances, 
but one yielded half a dozen new stan- 
dards. On November 25, in’ Brooklyn. 
oturge +0ulding won ae three-mile 
walk in 20 minutes 59 3-5 seconds, 
beating F. Murray's record of 21 min- 
utes 9 1-5 seconds, of the year 1883, 
and on the way he created the follow. 
ing other new figures: One and one- 
fourth miles, 8 minutes 29 3-5 seconds: 
one and one-half miles, 10 minutes 
17 2-5 seconds; two miles, 13 minutes 
45 seconds; two and one-nalf mises, 4; 
minutes,29 2-5 econds. 

The other was by George Bonhag, on 
December 15. He ran 3,000 meters in 
8 minutes 35 seconds, in New York, 
and supplanted his own world’s record 
of ® minutes 524-5 seconds. 

George Goulding again gained glory 
by making a mile over the Seventy- 
fourth regiment armory floor at Buf- 
falo in 6 minutes 28 seconds, one and 
one-fifth seconds better than the mark 
made by himself earlier in the year. 

The season was brought to a close 
last week when the indoor track and 
field championships were held in New 
York. Manv indoor American Athletic 
Union championship records were 
equaled, while others were beaten. 
Among those Knocked off the record 
book was the running high jump per- 
formance of Sam Lawrence, of the 
Boston’ Athletic Association, who set 
up a new mark at 6 feet 2% inches; 
Matt McGrath, as an unattached ath- 
lete, tossed the 56-pound weight into 
the air 16 feet 3 inches, while Abel

A Remarkabje Murder Case. 

The sensation bee hour in Ger- 
many is a murder ial, in-which one 
of the dramatis personoe is a young 
lady known as “the marble bride. 
Among the inhabitants of the little 
seaside town of Zoppot and an elderly 
widow of noble lineage, Von laszewski 
by name, Like many other German 
ladies of aristocratic birth but reduced 
circumstances, she sought to increase 
her income by keeping a boarding 
house for holiday visitors, and in this 
enterprise she wag helped by her 
daughter, Stephanie, a young womat 
of 28 years. The girl, however, did not 
willingly associate either with the 
changing guests who went and came 
under her mother’s roof, or with the 
young people of the district. A luxuri- 
ance of attire not common in those 
parts of Prussia showed that she was 
not indifferent to the opinions of oth- 
ers, and helped to concentrate public 
attention upon her. By reason of her 
pallor and her reputed frigidity, she 
Was popularly known as the marble 
bride. 

One day she no longed walked alone, 
but had a male companion, with whom 
she was now frequently seen. He was 
aman well on in the forties, the deep 
tan of whose rough and uningratiating 
features was all the more noticeable 
when set off by the pallid complexion 
of the lady at his side. The personal- 
ity of the stranger who had succeeded 
in breaking through the crust of icy 
reserve with which the marble bride 
had enveloped herself was soon the 
general topic of conversation in the 
town. By degrees it leaked out that 
he was, Johannes Gaffke. a native of 
those parts, born in a neighboring vil- 
lage, who had left his home at the 
age of 15, and after thirty years of 
nomadic life had returned to settle 
down and enjoy in quietude the fortune 
which he had amassed during his wan- 
derings. 

Mother Found Dead. 


Such, at any rate, was the story 
which he had told to Frau Laszewski, 
and soon it became known that he was 
able beauty. Preparations for the 
the accepted suitor of the unapproach - 
union were hurried on, and it was ar- 
ranged that the pair should be mar- 
ried from one of the principal hotels 
of Berlin at the end of January last.

It was argued that he had every 
interest in getting her out of the way 
before the presentation of the bills re- 
vealed his forgery. 

Makes Confession. 

At last so much incriminating evi- 
dence accumulated that the man was 
arrested. At first he stubbornly denied 
all guilt; but, under cross-examination, 
he broke down and made a partial con- 
fassion. 

What he admitted was that the 
widow had provoked him by abusive’ 
words, and that in a moment of blind, 
anger he had struck her a fatal blow. 
He still resolutely denied that he had 
had any intention of killing her. The 
investigations of the police showed 
that the stories he had toid of his 
wealth had very slender foundation. 
The sum actually found in his posses- 
sion wae not more than $1,750. In the 
eourse of his chequered career he had, 
played many roles. In various parts) 
of the world he had been in turn) 
sailor. farmer, merchant.

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NEWSBOYS TO BE CHARGE OF

A regulation of the newsboy traffic 
will be .one of the specific things 
which the Men and Religion Forward 
Movement is going to accomplish, de- 
clared Philip Weitner, chairman of the 
boys’ work committee, in a report 
made to the executive committee of 
the movement at Thursday’s meeting.

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Presbyterians end Episcopalians | 


Take Step Toward Union, 


t Between English 
Church and Presbyterian 
Church in Australia Reflect- 
ed by Action of Leaders in 
New York. 


Presbyterians and Episcopalians are 
getting together. They are doing 8° in 
America and in Australia. Far apart 
in miles, the action of Christians in 
one country has just exerted marked 
influence on Christian leaderg in the 
other. Througn the Christian Unity 
Foundation there came to this someney 
the other day the text of an agreemen 
én union between the Church of Eng- 
land in Australia and Tasmania, and 
the Presbyterian church in Australia, 
accompanied by a letter of explanation 
from the archbishop of Melbourne, the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Henry L. Clarke. 

So significant was the agreement. for 
the Australian union that American 
leaders in the bodies named held an.in- 
formal conference in New York this 
week. As individuals they refrained 
from committing themselves to all 
rrovisions of the Australian plan, but 
by unanimous resolution they express 
delight at steps already taken by oth- 
ers, and urgé wide publicity of the 
action, to the end that Christians in 
America may be encouraged to believe 
that corporate reunion is possible here. 
The American Presbyterians taking 
part in this conference just held were: 

The Rev. Dr. .George Alexander, 
president of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions; the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Minton

tered on a presbyter, with the title of 
bishop exclusively attached. 

“This conference, while recognizing 
that the authority to perform an act 
of ordination is inherent in the church, 
agrees that, as a matter of order, in 
the united church, all ordinations of 
persons to the office of presbyter as 
ministers of the word and sacraments 
shall be by a bishop and three presby- 
ters at least. And, further, that in the 
consecration of every bishop, three 
bishops at least shall take part, and 
such presbyters as may be appointed 
for the purpose. 

“The liturgical and non-liturgical 
forms of worship be authorized, and 
that the use of the book of common 
prayer be sanctioned, and additional 
forms of worship be sanctioned by au- 
thority. 

“That there be an order of deacons 
or licentiates, who are ordained to 
office, and may be allowed to preach 
the gospel, but are not allowed to dis- 
pense the Lord’s Supper. 

“That there be an order of officers 
whose office shall be analogous to that 
of church wardens and elders, appoint- 
ed to help in the pastoral oversight and 
the government of the church, but not 
for the administering of the sacra- 
ments, and that these officers shal] be 
elected by the c wnicants of each 
several “their ta on, and shall be set 


apart to their@ffice by a form of ordi- 
nation withoutSthe laying on of hands.” 

The archbishop of Melbourne sends 
word that a college of divinity has 
just been formed in Melbourne, by act 
of the state of Victoria, consisting of 
six representatives of the Anglican, 
four Presbyterian, four Methodist, one 
Congregational and one Baptist bodies, 
or sixteen members in all.

KING WILL OPEN _ 
NEXT PARLIAMENT 


Immediately Upon His Return 
From India Next Feb- 
ruary. 


London, January 6.—(Special.)—King 
Edward and Queen Mary will return 
to Eugland February 4 and about the 
middle of the montn his majesty will 
open what will probably be the most 
momentous session of the British par- 
liament which has been held within 
the memory of living men. 

The result of the recent bye-elec- 
a full state ceremonial. His majesty 
is to be accompanied from Bucking- 
ham palace to Westminster by the 
queen and the Prince of Wales. The 
ceremonial to be observed will be the 
same as met with the approval of 
King Edward. After the death of 
Queen Victoria an entirely new cere- 
monial was arranged for the state 
opening of parliament, as the pro- 
gram did not suit which had been fol- 
lowed by her late majesty when Prince 
Albert was alive. 

The result of the recent bye-elec- 
tions have worried the government, 
showing, as they do, a steady drift 
away from the liberals, but it is not 
likely that this will cause any change 
in the government program nor ‘is it 
likely that the government will lose 
sufficient strength to keep it from put- 
ting on the statute books the great 
measures it has in contemplation. 

There is no foundation in the state- 
ment that the king and queen are ex- 
pected to pay a state visit to the court 
of Berlin about the end of February. 
After the return of their majesties 
from India they will find ample oc- 
cupation at home for some time, and 
the early spring is not a period at 
which the German emperor and em- 
press ever receive official guests, As 
a matter of fact, however, there has 
not yet been any project for the king 
and queen paying visits to foreign 
courts next year. 


Death of Jubilee Juggie 


The death in a sanitarium at Ge- 
neva of Jubilee Juggie, as Ernest Ben- 
zon was known throughout the Eng- 
lish speaking world a few years ago, 
has naturally turned loose a. flood.of 
reminiscences of this English proto- 
type of “Coal Oil Johnny.” 

Benzon, strangely enough, started 
on his career of dissipation after hav- 
ing been brought up in an atmosphere 
of the strictest piety by his father, 
who was a wealthy merchant in the 
Midlands. On coming of age in the 
jubilee year of 1887, the i man 
entered into absolute control of $1,250,- 
000, a few thousand of which he al- 
ready owned to Sam Lewis, the emi- 


nent money lender, in return for money , 


he had borrowed during his minority. 

Immediately the fortune was within 
his grasp, Benzon set himself deter- 
minedly to spend it. He purchased a 
racing stable, making a point of pay- 
ing the highest prices for the slowest 
horses. He never won a race, and he 
was the biggest plunger on the race 
course that the bookmakers ever 
knew: he was one of the heaviest pun- 
ters at baccarat in Monte Carlo, where 
play is the highest; his entertainments 
were on such a lavish scale as to be 
the talk of the world, and his gifts 
to ladies who accept presents were 
said to be so colossal that they raised 
the price of diamonds. 

Benzon’s expenditure on his own per- 
sonal attire was on the same princely 
scale. His slight, slim figure and his 
striking head of glossy black hair were 
one of the daily sights in the west 
end of London. His suits were all in 
colors of a most striking hue He 
boasted that he never wore a coat or 
a pair of trousers more than twice, 
and in order that he might never suffer 
the humiliation of wearing the same 
shirt twice he made his valet tear the 
garment up immediately he took it 
off. He considered that the crown of 
his glory had been reached when King 
Edward, who was then Prince of 
Wales, having heard of this eccentric 
young man, asked a friend at the races 
to point him out to him. 

Lost $30,000 in Five Minutes. 

Epsom was the Jubilee Plunger’s 
first visiting place among the race 
courses and he would no doubt re- 
member it for five minutes afterwards, 
for the reason that he lost $30,000. But 
that was a mere bagatelle compared 
with what was to follow. Headstrong 
and foolish, he went along the spend- 
thrift’s road by leaps. It is almost unbe- 
lievable that in a single night’s play at 
cards at a certain club he should have 
lost from $80,000 to $85,000. No won- 
der the million and a quarter was meit- 
ing like a snowball on fire. But when 
at heart, and they were genuinely sor- 
what then? Well, the once splendid 
Jubilee Plunger knew what it was in 
late years to serve as a billiard mark- 
er in a second-rate hotel, to go about 
the streets with his trousers frayed 
and his coat out at elbow. When the 
smash suddenly .came, the “boys” at 
the Pelican Club and the Alsatians felt 
that Jubilee had been a good fellow 
at heart, and they were genuinely or- 
ry when, he tossed his last sovereign 
into the smoke-laden air with the quiet 
remark that it was his last, and added, 
“Heads or tails, Billy?” Billy replied 
talls:; tails it was, and the Jubilee 
plunger (now the Jubilee Juggins) 
handed over his last scrap and walked 
like a prince out of the room. 

His fortune of £250,000 having com- 
pletely vanished, he wrote a book on 
“The Art of Spending Money. The 
dedication read as follows: “This book 
is dedicated to all parents and guar- 
dians to whom is entrusted the respon- 


sibility of making 


plement of discretion and amiability, 
and their wards a happy immunity 
from the miseries endured during his 
minority by the author. 

The last of the Jubilee Plunger was 
the English relatives who were thor- 
oughly ashamed of ‘him, made him a 
small allowance on condition that he 
never show his faee in this country 
again. And now he has ‘died at Ge-

London, January 6.—It is many o 
day since anything like the storm of 
angry recrimination, provoked by the 
appointment of Charles Brookfield to;

Redford has been felt. I happen to 
have been in the center of the cycione, 
and I can assure you it was no joking 
matter. There are few men who, in 4 
quiet sort of way, have contrived to) 
make more enemies for themselves 
than Brookfield. He has a particularly 
bitter tongue, and no consideration for 
the feelings either of friend or enemy 
prevents him from indulging his pow- 
ers of sarcasm. As a ciub man, he is 
appreciated because he can tell a good 
story with effect. I am bound to add 
that his “good stories” are not always 
of the drawing-room order. Dramatic- ; 
ally, his chieg qualifications for honor; 
conferred upon him are several adapta- 
tions from the French, all chiefly con-,! 
spicuous for the marked dexterity ; 
which he has shown of sailing as near | 
the wind as anyone well could de 
coming to absolute disaster. 

Further, he has openly avowed his 
contempt for the modern school of 
serious dramatists. His views in this! 
respect display an extraordinary ig-| 
norance, or a total disregard, of the 
actual condition of things theatrical. | 
Brookfield, too, is rather an amwacse, | 
and virtually incapable of much in the 
shape of hard work. He is, on the oth-' 
er hand, friendly with Earl Spencer, the 
lord chamberlain, of whom he speaks 
familiarly as “Bobby,” and with Sir 
Douglas Dawson, an important official) 
in St. James’ palace. I understand that 
it was the latter who persuaded the 
king, just before he started for India, 
to indorse the appointment of Brook- 
field. Of course, the managers are, 
nearly to a man, ready to welcome him, 
doubtless because they imagine that a 
man who has shown such laxity in his 
own writings will scarcely be likely to 
interfere greatly with their freedom 
of action.

The pawn-broker flourished in the 
Middle Ages, when he lent money by 
the bucketful to kings and emperors, 
and took in pawn the crown jewels 
that are the wonder of the world to- 
day. Scarcely a diamond with a history 
but has passed through his hands at 
some time. Ever since then he has 
continued to grow and wax fat. 

For that reason the pawn shop has 
berome a Clearing-house for the mis- 
« ._ 2neous, where the poor man pawns 
his coat and the rich man his diamond 
scarfpin—both to supply a pressing 
money want. He will lend money on 
anything of value and a pawn shop, 
therefore, contains the most varied as- 
sortment of articles to be seen in a 
similar space in the world. . 

Starting with a few stock articles, 
such as jewelry, firearms, toois and 
trunks, the shop gradually accumu- 
lates until it is a miniature depart- 
ment store, or many stores in one. 
Some of the articles are curious, some 
of no apparent value, but nearly all of 
them could tell a story. 

“A man always pawns what he 
needs least,” says J. Jacbs, a well- 
known pawn-broker of Decatur street, 
where he has hundreds of “stories”

is not unaccustomed to people who do 
not have the opportunity of eating, ex- 
cept at rare intervals. There was one 
instance, though, in December of last 
year, where a man pawned the thing 
he needed least. He pawned his coffin. 
® The coffin, one of the usual var- 
nished pine variety, was pawned by a 
negro, strange to say, who secured a 
dollar on it. It was ascertained later 
that he had bought it at an “ole hoss” 
sale. The only way to get rid of it 
was to pawn it. The coffin still re- 
mains in the shop. 

Such instances as the teeth and the 
enifin are unusual. Clothes, tools. 
atcuaams and jewelry are the classes 
of articles most often pledged for 
seans. it is a peculiar fact, too, that 
certain classes of people, and certain 
trades, always pawn the same articles. 

What They Pawn. 

Carpenters, it is stated, pawn their 
tool boxes, oftenest in rainy weather 
and winter, when work is @ull and 
they need ready money for living ex- 
penses. Drummers pawn bundles of 
samples, razors, knives, whips and 
even dog collars. Actors pawn theat- 
rical trunks and make-ups.. Students 
pawn jewelry and books. Street car 
men pawn their pistols. Newspaper 
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men pawn their overcoats. Negroes 
pawn everything that they can get 
their hands on. 


it remains for soldiers, however, to) 


be put under limitations which forbids 
the pawning of any part of their equip- 
ment or clothing. If they obtain any 
money it is on their personal jewelry. 
The government regulations which 
prohibit any pawn-broker from taking 
any government articles are very 
strict, and there is a heavy fine and 
imprisonment for violations. 

“See these?” said Jacobs some time 
ago, pointing to a score or more pecu- 
liarly-shaped hatchets.

When it was brought to the shop 
practically every member of the famly 
accompanied it and the occasion as- 
sumed a solemnity not unlike a fu- 
neral. The oldest’ girl who was just 
learning to “play pieces,” began to 
cry. ° 

*You’ll wipe it off every day, won’t 
you?” asked the anxious mother. ‘We 
will get it out next month, sure.” 

Next month became a year in quite 
a short time, and the piano was finally 
sold to another person when it be- 
came evident that the original owner 
would never be able to redeem it.

Another instance where a family 
was concerned is of an entirely differ- 
ent nature. This time the pawn was 
made to satisfy a “debt of honor.” 
Four beautiful diamonds, two rings 
and two studs had been a stake in a 
game of cards and had been lost. To 
keep the title to them, the loser 
placed them in pawn for the amount 
of money they represented—and 
hopes to eventually redeem them. 
One of the rings is an engagement 
ring.

The Mechanical Side. 


Another important improvement 
that will soon be installed for the 
benefit of the public as well as for the 
men is a skeleton car, containing mo: 
tors, air brakes and hand brakes, 
lights and other equipment. This car 
will be used constantly to instruct the 
men in the-~ mechanical part of the 
work. they are performing. This car, 
in connection with the moving picture 
outfit and the lectures to accompany 
both, will raise the efficiency of the 
employees, it is believed; to an even 
higher standard, and naturally the 
public will get the results in the 
shape of still more improved service. 

With all this higher development in 
the type of men ployed by the 
street railway confpany, there hag 
naturally arisen a higher scale of 
wages than those formerly paid for 
similar service. Motormen and. con- 
ductors nowadays make an average 
of $70 per month, while many of 
them make more than this: The ele- 
vation in the type of men has likewise 
raised the standard of living amongst 
them, so that numbers of them now 
are leading citizens in their neighbor. 
noods, and scores of them own their 
own homes and other property.

From 
the beginning, the prosecuting author- 
ities have asserted that their evidence 
was strong, although when it came to 
the actual delivery of the poison to 
the girl there appeared to be a missing" 
link in the chain. 

Richeson’s Self-Mutilation. 

Richeson himself provided probably 
the greatest sensation in the case when 
early on December 20 he mutilated 
himself so horribly that his life hung 
in the balance for some hours, and was 
saved only by an operation. 

Even while bleeding from his 
wounds, he is said to have clung to his 
counsel, William A. Morse, and pleaded 
to be allowed to tell him the whole 
story. Feeling that his client might be 
laboring from a loss of mental as well. 
as physical strength, Mr. Morse re- 
fused to hear him, and during his con- 
valescence Richeson remained quiet— 
in fact, almost speechless. 

When the attorneys 


visited their 


client early this week, Richeson cried 


out that he was guilty, and declared 
his intention of making a clean breast 
of the crime. He plainly was under 
great mental stress, and his condition 
such that his counsel would not 
accept his suggestion. They urged him 
to think the matter over more calmly, 
and teft him. On Wednesday the at- 
torneys again visited his cell, and the 
confession made public today was writ- 
ten then by the prisoner in spite of 
eqorts of counsel to dissuade him, as 
they feared the mental strain had 
weakened his reasoning powers. 
Richeson Insisted On Confessing. 

Richeson insisted, however, and pre- 
pared and signed the confession in the 
presence of the lawyers without a 
tremor. As he handed the document 
to his counsel, he exclaimed: “Thank 
God I have eased my conscience of that 
load.” 

A second copy of the confession was 
drawn up and signed by Richeson yes- 
terday, and this copy, dated January 5, 
was turned over to District Attorney 
Pelletier late yesterday.

Can Be Sentenced to Death. 

The question of wh&éther Richeson 
can be sentenced to death upon his plea 
of guilty to murder in the first degree 
was settled by the full bench of the 
supreme court more than fifty years 
ago in the case of the commonwealth 
against Edward W. Green, who killed 
a young man named Converse, son of 
E. C. Converse, who was a teller in the 
Bank at Malden. Green confessed to 
the killing and when arraigned before 
Judge Hoar in the supreme court, 
which then had jurisdiction of that 
case, pleaded guilty to murder in the 
first degree and. Judge Hoar sentenced 
him to be hanged. 

Governor Andrew refused to sign the 
death warrant on the ground that a 
man accused of murder could not waive 
his constitutional right to be tried by 
a jury. This led to a remarkable con- 
troversy with the supreme court, which 
sustained the action of Judge Hoar.

Bryan, who holds the proxy of the 
Nebraska committeeman, is awaited 
with interest, as it is understood Mr. 
Bryan will advocate presidential pri- 
maries and aid in the effort that will 
be made to displace Colonel Jameg M. 
Guffey as a member of the committee 
from Pennsylvaia. Senator Cnam- 
berlain, of Oregon, who holds the 
proxy of the committeeman from that 
State, says he proposes to introduce a 
resolution providing fer presidential 
primaries. 

It is understood that the supporters 
of Governor Woodrow Wilson, of New 
Jersey, will make an effort to have 
abrogated the two-thirds rule for the 
nomination of candidates. This will 
be vigorously opposed. : 

Urey Woodson, of Kentucky, secreta- 
ry of the national committee, said today 
he believed there was little sentiment 
for changing the manner of nominat- 
ing candidates. “For more than a 
hundred years,” said Mr. Woodson, “in 
fact, ever since we have had a demo- 
cratic party, every candidate who has 
been nominated for the presidenscy 
has secured ga two-thirds vote of 
the convention. I cannot see why the 
democratic party should make a 
change at this time, and I am opposed 
to the proposition.”

Mr. Mountcastle 
is considered a bolter because he urged 
a democratic-prohibition alliance with 
the Tennessee republicans. Senator 
Luke Lea will defend .sountcastle’s 
right to his seat, while hs colleague, 
Senator Taylor, will appear in opposi- 
tion.

The fact that La Follette’s name is 
likely to figure in some of these con- 
tests give hope to the Taft men that 
the progressive strength will be di- 
vided, and they will be able to secure 
these state delegates. 

Peary Heath, who wag one of Mark 
Hanna’s chief lieutenants in rounding 
up delegates for McKinley, has been 
engaged for a. similar service :by the 
Taft machine. He will tour tae Pa- 
cific coast, the Kocky mountain re- 
gion, the northwest and otner states 
in an effort to line up uninstructed 
delegates for Taft, and also do mis- 
sionary work in other directions. 

After the ascendency of Roosevelt 
in political power, Heath went to Salt 
Lake City, where he conducted a pa- 
per; but he has lived recently in 
Washington. He is regarded as an as- 
tute politician, ‘and well qualitied for 
the work he has undertaken, even 
though he is not so weil acquainted 
With the present generation of state 
leaders in the west. 


Underwood Is Looming. 


“If Roosevelt should be nominated 
for president next June,” said a New 
York democrat today, “you can look 
for the nomination of Oscar W. Under: 
wood by the democrats. I believe one 
nomination will compel the other, and 
in that event, you will see an almost 
exact repetition of the McKinley- 
Bryan campaign of 1896, with the po- 
sition of the two exactly reversed.” 

The amount of talk in Washington 


‘about Underwood for president is as- 


tonishing, in view of the fact that 
only a few months ago his fellow dem- 
ocrats in the house were saying that 
he was a fine fellow and a high-grade 
man, but he would not. do because he 
came from the south. Now, they have 
apparently forgotten what state Un- 
derwood comes from, and when it is 
called to their attention they say that 
it does not make a bit of difference. 

In several ways the parallel drawn 
between Underwood and McKinley is 
apt. In temperament there is @ mai xed 
resemblance between the two men. 
The same is true of their political 
methods. Their training in the house 
affords another comparison. McKin- 
ley grew up in the ways -and means 
committee and became its chairman, 
just as has Underwood. McKinley 
drafted a tariff bill and Mr. Under- 
wood is now engaged in drafting a 
series of such bills for the ie-n>:rats. 
Those conservatives who think that 
the nomination of Harmon is impossi- 
ble, are turning to Underwood with 
even more enthusiasm. They believe 
that, opposed to Roosevelt, he woul 
repeat the victory which -McKinley 
gained over Bryan. 

Davies Wants a Primary. 

Madison, Wis,, January 6.—Joseph EK. 
Davies, democratic national committee- 
man for Wisconsin, started today for 
Washington to attend the meeting of 
the democratic national committee, and 
is prepared to present a modus oper- 
andi for the presidential primary sys- 
tem for all states not now having it. 
He will push this idea before the com- 
mittee unless William J. Bryan desires 
to do so. 

His plan is a duplicate of the Wis- 
consin presidential primary law passed 
by the republicans. The Wisconsin 
plans calls for petitions for candidates 
for delegates to national conventions, 
filing of the nominations with the s@c- 
retary of state and voting on the can- 
didates at the spring elections.

Yuan Questions Wu. 

Premier Yuan has sent a telegram 
to Wu Ting Fang asking to be in- 
formed as to the object of the estab- 
lishment of a republic and whether 
the president could be removed should 
the national convention decide upon 
a constitutional monarchy. 

It woulg appear as if the imperial 
premier is seeking delay, believing 
time will cause dissensions in the 
south. Several generals are urging 
him to fight, but it is thought he 
will await an attack. The people of 
Chi Li and Shan Tung provinces, who 
are for the most parts revolutionary, 
are organizing, but find that they are 
not in a position to take part in a 
rising, as they are without rifles or 
military supplies.

REPUBLICAN GOVERNMENT 
ASSUMING STRONG POSITION 


Shanghai, January 6.—-The republi- 
can government is assuming a very 
strong position and now considera that 
the future of China is entirely in its 
hands. Leaders believe that the coun- 
try is almost unanimously in favor of 
the republican movement, and that 
the regular trained army will come 
over to their side almost to a man. 

The cabinet formed by Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen today announced the terms it will 
offer to the Manchus on their submis- 
sion, These are much more generous 
than at was at first believed would 
be the case. They include the free 
grant of the Forbidden City and the 
summer palace in Pekin, which are 
worth hundreds of millions of dollars. 
In addition, they will be accorded life 
pensions and other concessions, to- 
gether with equality in citizenship 
and in the holding of offices under 
the state. , 

Manchus Cared For. 

The good faith of the republicans is 
shown by the fact that the Manchus 
in the southern provinces are now be- 
ing supported, fed and clothed by the 
revolutionaries, and any abuse of them 
is severely punished by the republican 
government, The cabinet nominated 
by President Sun Yat Sen is regarded 
generally as a strong one. Most of 
the personages named accepted the 
portfolios offered them, but Wang 
Chung Wei declined that of foreign 
affairs. This; however, is regarded 
here as a form of concession on his 
part to the seniority of Dr. Wu Ting 
Fang, who in turn begs Wang Chung 
Wei to accept the post offered him. 

Wang Chung Wei is a graduate of 
Yale and of universities in London, 
Paris and Berlin. He is an extraor- 
dinarily brilliant lawyer. 

Persons well informed regarding 
plans of the revolutionary’ leaders say 
that it is very likely that Tang Shao 
Yi, who was sent here as the repre- 
sentative of Premier Yuan Shi Kai at 
the peace conference, but who was 
later disavowed, eventually will ac- 
cept office in the republican govern- 
ment. 

Imperial Troops in Revolt. 

In the same quarters it is asserted 
that the risings among the tmperial 
government troops at Lanchow and 


ftother places in the north are only a 


part of a general scheme of revolt 
against the government. The entire 
Chinese army, it is declared, must 
soon join in the revolution. The whole 
of the population of the provinces of 
Chi Li and Shan Tung, it is believed, 
also are prepared to arise at an opé 
portune moment. ° 

Absolute confidence prevails among 
the leaders of the revolution that the 
position of the Pekin government and 
of Premier Yuan Shi Kai is a hope- 
less one. Yuan Shi Kai, they say, is 
in reality a prisoner in Pekin, where 
his life is in danger. 7 

President Sun Yat Sen says that his 
main desire now is for peace and 
prompt recognition of the Chinese re- 
public by the foreign powers. The 
belligerency of the republican govern- 
ment will, he believes, promptly put 
an end to the hopeless struggle now 
being carried on by the old govern- 
ment and will permit the country and 
the outside world to reap the penefit 
of the changed conditions.

The park department was squarely 
up against the proposition that a new 
cyclorama building was more urgent 
and more important than a new green 
house, because the Battle of Atlanta 
picture is worth many thousands of 
dollars, and brings in a revenue each 
year of over $5,000, and unless there 
was a new building, the picture would 
s00n become valueless. There was a 
choice between a cyclorama building 
and a new green house, for the finance 
committee of council, it was under- 
stood, would not make an appropria- 
tion for both, and the choice fell to 
the cyclorama building. 

A Choice of Evils. 

Now, since there seemed no possible 
chance to build a new green house 
this year, and as the flowers in the 
present green house are of no benefit 
to the public as an exhibition, it is 
deemed by some a wise move to demol- 
ish the dangerous buildings, and this 
will necessitate the sale of the flow- 
ers. Such plants as may be required 
for the sunken garden in Grant park 
may be secured from other green 
houses, it is belHeved, at a sinall cost. 

There are many visitors to Grant 
park to whom the green houses have 
been @ most attractive feature. They 
have *borne with the deprivation of 
entering the green housesfor several 
months because they believed that the 
old houses would either be soon re- 
paired or a new one be built. They 
will doubtless be greatly disappuinted 
when they learn that the green houses 
and flowers are soon to be no more. 

Contain Many Fine Flowers, 

One of the Grant park green houses 
was built eighteen years ago, and the 
other two eleven years ago. They 
contain many beautiful, rare and val- 
uable plants, some of which have been 
under cultivation for over fifteen 
years. It ig believed that the collec- 
tion is worth at least $2,000. There is 
a chance that they may be sacrificed 
when sold. 

General Manager Carey and Florist 
Ritter both think that unless council 
appropriates the money fora new 
green house, it will be best to tear 
down the old one, store away the ma- 
terial and dispose of the flowers. 

There is only one thing that can 
Save the Grant park flowers, and that 
is for the finance committee to -pro- 
vide the necessary money to build a 
new green house, as well as make an 
appropriation for a new cycllorama 
building. It may be that strong ap- 
peals from citizens will induce the 
finance committee to build a new green 
house and save the flowers. Unless 
this is done, the flowers will have to 
go, and one of the most attractive 
features of Grant park abolished for 
at least two years.

Way Below Zero, 

A general snowfall throughout IIli- 
nois, lowa, Michigan and Missouri 
added to the misery. The official 
forecast at the government bureau for 
that section was that snow would 
continue to fall tonight and Sunday 
and the temperature would drop sev- 
| eral degrees. 

The general temperature range in 
the northwest is from 14 to 88 below. 
The range in the northwestern por- 
tion of the United States from 18 
to 32, 

In New York the lowest notch was 5 
above at 7 o’clock this morning. The 
cold is causing. enormous suffering 
among the poor of the city. Huddled 
in the municipal lodging house in 
East Twenty-fifth street were 1,068 
persons, including twenty-five women 
and four children; 285 who could not 
be accommodated were sent to the 
charities’ dock building at East Twen- 
ty-sixth street. 

When that filled the late comers 
were put in the morgue chapel and 
half a hundred stretcheg out on the 
benches. 

The cold has been aided and abetted 
by a slashing wind varying from 56 
mile san hour at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing to 28 miles an hour at 8 o'clock. 

The cold wave spreads over all the 
country east of the Rocky mountains. 

It is freezing in Jacksonville, Fla., 
ang the temperature from the Caroli- 
nas run down to 18 above zero. 

The police and hospitals of New 
York city report many cases of per- 
sons overcome by the cold. 
WEATHER RECORDS ARE BROKEN 

IN MIDDLE WESTERN CITIES 

Chicago, January 6.—Another de- 
cided drop in temperature marked the 
sixth day of the cold wave through 
the middle west today. From many 
cities came reports of broken records, 
Superior, Wis., had the unusual mark 
of 38 degrees below zero, the low point 
touched in the United States, At Green 
Bay, Wis., it was 26 below, the coldest 
in eight years.

Four deaths 
were attributed directly to the weath- 
er. Scores of families were routed 
from their homes by fires. 

Yesterday firemen responded to 167 
alarms and the calls continued to 
sound with regularity during last 
night. 

According to the estimate of Charles 
H. Wacker, head of the United Chari- 
ties, there are in ‘Chicago 150,000 un- 
employed men. 

Of this number about 800 spent last 
night in the Municipal Lodging house. 
Two hundred more found shelter in 
the Desplaines street police station, 
while forty-three other police stations 
housed many men who said they had 
no other place to sleep. The president 
of the county board gave orders to 
the county agent to double today usual 
allotments of fuel and food for the 
needy. 

HEAVY FALL OF SNOW COVERS 
VALLEY OF THE MISSOURI 

Kansas City, January 6.—From 2 to 
6 inches of snow fell over the greater 
part of the Missouri valley last night 
and early today, where below zero 
temperatures, in some districts the 
lowest in ten years, have prevailed 
since yesterday morning. 

In Kansas City, where thousands 
depend on gas for heat, there Was in- 
tense suffering, the gas pressure being 
so low that practically no heat could 
be obtained from it. 

Eight hundred homeless’ persons 
were housed at the Helping Hand in- 
stitution here last night. The mer- 
cury reached 12 degrees below zero, 
the lowest record here since 190% when 
21 degrees below was registered. Six 
inches of snow fell here. 

With no change of weather in sight, 
reports of increasing damage to live 
stock and almost famine conditions, tn 
isolated communities cut off from 
railway. transportation continue to 
reach here from the southwest. 

Seven men, each with a four-horse 
team hitched to a heavy wagon, ar- 
rived at Garden City, in the heart of 
the isolated section of western Kan- 
sas, today, having driven 25 miles 
from Eminence, where the settlers had 
received no outside supplies for two 
weeks. As soon as their Wagons were 
loaded they started. on the return 
drive.

political appointment made in 1902 to 
the office of surveyor at the port of 
New York “perpetrated those frauds 
(at New York) untrammeled and cost 
the government over 1,000,000 on 
sugar alone.”

At 
Philadelphia, as well as at New York, 
that has been determined officially. 

Unrestrained for Years. 

“The special federal grand jury 
which has just made its report over 
there found that the frauds and quasi- 
fraudulent sharp practices resulting ith 
loss of revenue to this government 
had been unrestrained there in Phila- 
delphia, at the McCahan sugar refin- 
ery, every since 1894 at the Frank- 
lin refinery during its operation from 
1895 to 1897, and at the Spreckels re- 
finery up to 1905, but not since, 

“They found no instance of bribery 
or attempted bribery. In their forma: 
report they directly stated that the 
patronage system and the violations 
and evasions of the civil service laws 
were the real causes of the govern- 
ment’s loss. 

“For years, as the grand jury found, 
that custom had been treated as a 
trough at which the politiclans mighc 
feed the men engaged in doing their 
political work.

FARM NEAR AMERICUS GETS _ 
GREAT RESULTS IN YEAR OP 1911 


Americus, Ga., June 6.—(Special.}— 
Colonel Arthur Rylander, one of Amer- 
icus’ leading merchants and enthusias- 
tic motorist, is a very successfu! planter 
as well, as demonstrated by the suc- 
cess attending his efforts agricultur- 
ally the past year. Four miles east of 
Americus is his model farm of 300 
acres, for which $100 per acre would 
be no inducement to sell. In all south- 
ern Georgia there is no prettier farm 
than the Rylander place. “ 

Under the management of his super- 
intendent, Frank Barber, himself an 
excellent farmer, the Rylander place 
produced excellent crops in all lines. 
Three hundred bales of cotton were 
gathered from this farm, one field of 
80 acres producing 120 bales, or a bale 
and a half per acre. But for the rav- 
ages of caterpillars in August the yield 
would have been 160 bales, or two bales 
per acre,

Allie Owen, Boaz, Ala—Dear Uncle 
Joe: This is my first attempt to 
write you for information. Though I 
am a boy 15 years of age, 1 am a 
chicken crank. We are beginning in 
the business with White Plymouth 
Rocks and Bourbon Red turkeys. Do 
you think these are good breeds? I 
would like to know more about in- 
breeding. have read so much by 
different authors, but have not yet 
found much plain talk of inbreeding 
Will you please explain? Thanking 
you in advance for the information. 

Answer—-Young man, if this is your 
first appearance at these meetings 
don’t let it be your last. We need 
such young fellows as you to get new 
blood in the standard bred fanciers. 
Come early, come often and fire them 
at me. 

White Rocks ang Red turkeys seems 
to me to be a good combination. Bour- 
bon Red is only another name for a 
dark shade of buff turkeys. The 
standard .does not reognize the red, 
but I notice at fairs and shows where 
the buff turkeys are exhibited the 
reds are classed with the buffs. 

I wrote what I thought an exhaust- 
ive article quite recently in this de- 
partment on the subject of inbreed- 
ing. Perhaps it escaped your notice. 
I want to say just here that you must 
not attempt to inbreeq your turkeys, 
but outbreed each year, even if you 
have to cross your breed to do so. 
Turkeys cannot survive inbreeding. 

The inbreeding of chickens should 
not be attempted by a beginner. There 
are several essentials. to be acquired 
before attempting it and the very first 
to know your breed thoroughly, 
i e., to know the defects in your breed 
a so breed as to avoid these defects. 
A thorough study of the standard of 
your breed, then a comparison of 
your breeds with requirements. It will 
of finding the defects and tne best 
mode of mating to reduce these de- 
fects to a minimum. I will help you 
with it when you are are ready. 


Omer Williams, ~ Rock Hill, 8 C., R. 
Ne. 2.—Uncle Joe: I come to ask your 
advice about some Brown Leghorn 
chickens that I raised this year. Last 
spring I bought a setting of eggs from 
a poultryman in Rock Hill, and on the 
15th day of April, every egg except 
oné hatched. I have been buying from 
one to two settings of eggs from this 
party each year for about four years 
now, and have had good hatches Nr 
time, sometimes every egg hatchin 
Now don’t you think that was g00 
hatching? am certainly well pleased 
with these eggs, and also the chick- 
ens. Out of the fourteen hatched I 
have six nice pullets and three roos- 
ters. Now, three of these pullets are 
dark in color; have dark beaks and 
legs; the other three have yellow 
beaks and legs and are of a lghter 
color; the roosters also have yellow 
beaks and legs. I want to pen them 
and raise some fine chickens from 
them next year, and possibly have a 
few eggs to sell for hatchings, but I 
don't know Whether to breed from 
these dark pullets or not. Will you 
please advise me what to do? If Il 
do not breed from these three pullets, 
I will only have three others to breed 
from, and as Il wanted to get a good 
start, I would like to use all six of 
them, if you think it would be gall 
right. 

Next, do you think it would better 
for me to dispose of my young roos- 
ters and get an old one that is no kin 
to these pullets, or will one of these 
young roosters be all right? I have 
heard people say that it is better to 
Mate young hens with an old rooster, 
and old hens with a oe rooster, 
and this is why I ask your advice 
weve. 1 always read “About Chick- 
éns,” and get much benefit from your 
page. 

Wishing you and the chicken-lovers 
all a merry Christmas and a hap- 
Py new year, I wall bid you adieu, 
thanking you for the advice you may 
give. 

Answer—The hatches from eggs 
bought from-a breeder in your native 
city were very good. There is a party 
in your town who is wel known to 
me who raises good Leghorns.

GOOD TONE PREVAILED © 
|N ‘NEW ORLEANS MARKET 


New Orleans, January 6.—The cot- 
ton market had a good tone through- 
out the week and at no time were 
prices below the level of last week's 
close.

The range of 
prices was 33 to 36 points. 

Spat interests, supposed to consti- 
tute the newly formed bull clique, 
were the best buyers of the week, but 
there: was also a good volume of buy- 
ing from shorts who wanted to stop 
tneir losses.

The for- 
eign call for deliveries on standing 
contracts has continued exceedingly 
active, and the export movement was 
ehietiy responsible for a depreciation 
in Jocal supplies. Refiners’ operations 
were conspicuous by their absence, but 
the west was again a buyer of the fu- 
tures, and it is also believed that Wall 
street interests have bought moder- 
ately, owing to the attractive prices 
now prevailing. The crude oil mar- 
ket has proved a stimulating factor, 
and there has been an entire absence 
of “stress'’ sales to date. The mills 
appear able to plug the market at 
the 3ic basis, and efforts to shade this 
price early in the week were unsuc- 
cessful. The position of crude oil has 
been watched with interest, and those 
who were predicting demoralization in 
prices during the winter months are 
beginning to take a different view of 
the situation.

New York, Japuary 6.—/(Special.)— 
No presidential year in a long time has 
opened with such universal expressions 
of optimism in regard to the future of 
general business as was the case with 
1912. Those expressions came from 
prominent men closely identified with 
financial, mercantile, industrial and 
transportation interests. In some in- 
stances they rose to a point of enthu- 
siasm. 


Unusual indifference is manifested 
as to the various political factions to 
secure future control of the govern- 
ment. In each of the two Fc politi- 
cal parties at the present time, prelim- 
inary to the final verdict of the people, 
of which there are most remarkable in- 
terests going on as to candidates and 
platforms, these contests assuming a 
bitterness that increases with time. The 
equaninimity with which business men 
view all this shows plainly they are 
satisfied that the country’s present fun- 
damental conditions form a good basis 
for the return, of the better times of 
the past, and also that it is not in the 
power of politicians to destroy these 
conditions. This is how the situation 
stands today, but the first week in any 
year, especially in one that is to de- 
cide a presidential contest, cannot be 
accepted explicitly as a barometer of 
final results. Nevertheless, it is a good 
omen that'so much cheerfulness exists, 
and there is more disposition to go 
ahead with business instead of chasing 
Shadows as in the past. Money rates 
of 2% to 8 per cent on call, against 
much higher figures at this time in 
Many past years in which the contin- 
ued favorable character of our foreler 
commerce, with exports of $1,000,000,- 
000 of American manufacture for the 
calendar year 1911; the recent marked 
improvement among leading industries;

To Give the Baby Bath Tub. | 


(From The Woman’s Home Compan- 


ion.) 

Baby’s first full tub-bath comes when 
he is about a week old, and from that 
time on he should have one bath daily 
for the rest of his life. The room 
should be warm, but not overheated, 75 
to 80 degrees Fahrenheit, and there 
should be no drafts about. A metal 
bathtub is a*necessity, and it should be 
kept scrupylously clean. The head and 
face must first be washed and dried. 
The eyes, nose, ears are cleaned with a 
fresh piece of absorbent cotton dipped 
in a bowl of boracic acid and water, a 
teaspoonful to the pint. The mouth 
should be left alone, not only at the 
time of the bath, but at all times. One 
of the most pernicious practices of the 
present time is the constant scrubbing 
of the inside of the mouth. The baby 
should be thoroughly svaped in the 
lap, and then laid tin the bathtub to 
wash the soap off, with the head sup- 
ported. Under no circumstances is the 
sponge or wash cloth to be used for 
little babies., A -fresh, clean piece of 
absorbent cotton is much better. Every 
baby should love the bath, and if there 
is any crying it is when he comes out 
of it. The baby is quickly dried with. 
a clean, soft, possibly old, towel, but 


with very little rubbing, and the folds 


of the skin powdered.

Great Scientist’s Indictment of 
American Universities. 
(Current Literature, January.) 

Haeckel is reported on good author- 
ity to have said that the output of 
any scientific establishment is in in- 
verse ratio to the completeness of the 
equipment. Paradoxical as this may 
seem to those who have followed the 
progressive development of great 
seats of science in our own: land-— 
thanks to the endowmentg of million- 
aires—there is enough truth in it to 
inspire misgivings In the mind of that 
renowned scientist, Dr. David Starr 
Jordan. Having spent the best portion 
of his brilliant career in the service 
of science, Dr. Jordan’s doubts of the 
utility of the well-endowed scientific 
establishment are attracting wide at- 
tention in this country and abroad. Of 
all-the men he has trained in biology. 
the five he regards as ablest, because 
their contributions to science have 
been greatest, were brought up out 
of doors or within bare walls, in which 
books, specimeng and equipment were 
furnished from the scant salary. A 
struggling teacher, a very young teach- 
er at that, at $1,800 a year and ten 
per cent of this for a biological labo- 
ratory, is not in a condition to attract 
advanced students today, concedes Dr. 
Jordan; yet, so far as his experience 
has gone, he has never known better 
students than those coming to him to 
be trained under such pinching con- 
ditions. 

The harm done to science generally 
by the well endowed centers of Sci- 
ence reaches more to the foundation, 
however, than this. Ags our univefrsi- 
ties grow in wealth their force as 
creators of schools of thought is to 
some extent declining. Time was, for 
example, when a young naturalist - 
went in search of training and inspi- 
ration to Agassiz. He did not go to 
Harvard. He scarcely thought of Har- 
vand in this connection. Agassiz was 
the university, not Harvard. The bot- 
anist went to Gray. He did not go to 
Harvard. Later the chemist went to 
Remsen, the physiologist to Martin, 
the anatomist to Mall, the morpholo- 
gist to Brooks. That these four men 
happened to be together at Johns Hop: 
kins was only an incident. The stu- 
dent went out to find the man and he 
would have followed this man around 
the world if he had changed from one 
institution to another.

The Value. 

The garment is valued at $13, and 
there is not $4 worth of materia] in 
it. The $8 for the handiwork is well 
earned, and women of good taste who 
can indulge themselves in such lux- 
urfes will realize the value of the 
possession. 

Other garments displayed with this 
one demonstrate the same expert 
work and the kind of work women 
must strive to do if they wish to 
command just wage. 

The First Principles. 

“I belleve in doing this embroidery 

on linen, but the most important 
thing is to follow the design care- 
fully and aecuratédly; to learn how 
to make the stems of the flower de- 
sign, then the leaves and finally the 
flower. The leaves are really the 
basic princtple of the flowers,” and 
here Miss DeMay pointed out that 
the flower was really an enlargement 
the leaf in the design. 
“To scollop carefully and wel}, is 
most important,” she continued, “as 
it is so essentially a part of the finish 
of garments whether simple or elab- 
orate.”

A pretty breakfast cap has another

buttons are made of the same material 
as the dress, with which they are to 
be worn, but the goods is in the cen- 
ter, and the circumference of the but- 
ton is a celluleid ring, either black or 
The buttons now are quite a 
feature of the dress and demand as 
careful thought as any other part of 
the costume. Large or small, they are 
used lavishly On almost all the dresses 
of today, the fancy for the front clos-~- 
ing. making them a real necessity.

This illustration (figure two) shows 
the effective use of white lace as a 
tunic and corselet waist over blue taf- 
feta. A full ‘quilling of lace finishes 
the bottom of the tunic and the top of 
the corselet, making them more dur- 
able than if left. just with the edge of 
the lace itself. Silk fringe to match 
the under part of the dress is applied 
to the edge of the wide tuck on the 
skirt and the lower edges of the 
sleeves. A blue silk girdle finishes the 
dres at the waist. 


Taffeta has carried over from. the 
summer and js more popular than ever 
this winter. Contrary to the usual 
course of such events, the prediction 
is that it will hold its own next sum- 
mer as well. Cunning little taffeta 
jackets are seen among the good things 
to be bestowed upon us in the spring.

Should Undertake Work. 

As a society organized for research 
and the preservation of historical 
facts and records, we must take an 
active part in this reawakening of 
the south, and make public every bit 
of information we may find, in a way 
to impress the fact upon the public 
mind. 

Has it ever imprewsed itself upon 
vou seriously that evcry locality ras 
its history, sometimes very romantic 
but always of great importance to it- 
self? How many of the D. A. R.’s 
are familiar with the history of their 
native or adopted town, as they are 
with that of their nation’ 

This brings us to our main sug- 
gestion, which the state editor sin- 
cerely hopes will be one of the New 
Year resolutions of every chapter of 


the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution in Georgia. 

In these days every state has a 
historical] society which is doing seri- 
ous work in bringing to light all 
f.cts, photos, letters and hidden manu- 
scripts that throw. any light upon the 
early affairs of the state. The value 
of their work cannot now be eésti- 
mated. 

Why not, then, every D. A. R. chap- 
ter in Georgia adopt their methods 
and-work and make of itself (as one 
branch of its work) a historical s0- 
clety, for the collection and preserva- 
tion of the history of their own coun- 
ty? And in a few years, when all 
available material has been gathere’, 
have written a full history of the 
county. 

Sketch of Founders. 

This history should include a sketch 
of the founders and where they lie 
buried. Facts of importance in the 
history from the beginning up to date. 
The names of the prominent judges, 
mayors of towns and other men’ who 
helped in making the county, and a 
picture of their place of birth. If a 
spot in your county has been the 
scene of an Indian town or battle, 
then look up all the facts; if it was 
the scene of a revolutionary engage- 
ment get all local information possi- 
ble to add to the meager account fn 
written history. If it was on. the line 
of Sherman’s march search for per- 
sonal letters in ancient fumily trunks 
telling about personal experiences of 
those days. If you have furnished the 
state with a governor or the nation 
with a statesman or general write it 
up. And lavishly illustrate the whole 
with pictures of the early heroes, and 
of the oldest and most historic houses. 
Locate and mark every historic spot 
and relate the experiences of every 
hero. 

This is a work both fascinating and 
profitable and one that will renew the 
life of any chapter, and give a zest 
to the afternoon tea, never before 
known. Try it, and see if another 
year will not bring to your chapter 
deeper respect from the citizens of 
your community, and an important 
place in the state society.

Standing six score years exposed to 
(the elements, but still perfect, a gran- 
ite stone, bearing the marks of Daniel 
Boone, has just been discovered on the 
farm of W. L, Martin, near Millers- 
burg Mo. The stone bears this inscrip- 
tion: “D. Boone; 1790.” Mrs. John Van 
Brent, chairman of the Santa Fe trail 
committee, of the Kansas City chapter, 
D. A. R., has the portion of the stone 
bearing Boone’s writing in her posses- 
Sion. She is holding it. until twenty 
acres of ground, where the stone stood, 
can be bought. Then a monument will 
be built to Boone and a tavern to re- 
fresh automobile tourists. In 1804, two 
sons of Boone’s made salt in the wil- 
derness, which place developed into a 
settlement called Bdone’s Lick, and the 
trade grew so as to necessitate the 
building of the historic Boone’s Lick 
highway to St. Louis. 


Historic Mines Reopened. 

The Hibernia mines, near Rockaway, 
N. Y., will be reopened and worked 
this year. These mines are among the 
oldest in the United States. During 
the revolutionary war cannon ball and 
cannon used by Washington were made 
there, some of which are still being 
preserved at West Point. The mines 
were connected with West Point by a 
road known as the Cannon Ball road, 
which is still in existence. 


To Save Records. 

The certificate of incorporation of 
the Modern. Historic Record Associa- 
tion has been approved in the United 
States supreme court. The objects of 
the association are to promote the use 
of modern inventions for the preserva- 
tion of historic records: the employ- 
ment of photography as tha most du- 
rable means of preserving documents, 
the employment of the phonograph for 
the preservation of words of contem- 
porary celevrities and the use of movy- 
ing picture machines for obtaining 
records of important events.

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He Points to a Federal Income Tax as the Door to Relief 
for Southern Farmers and the Most Efficacious 
Means of Reducing the Tariff. 


To the People of Georgia: The farm- 
ers of the south, in the language of 
the day. are “up against” a serious 
condition. We are dependent upon our 
cotton. In fact, it is this staple crop, 
swinging, as it does, six hundred mil- 
lions of European gold each year to 


balance of trade for the entire country. 
But, at present prices, it cannot be 
raised at a profit. For seventy-five 
vears we have tried various methods 
to control] the price, but our arms have 
proven too short, and I ask you, what 
are we facing? There is a remedy ly- 
ing at hand, if we willegrasp it. If we 
can buy cheap, even if we sell cheap, 
the margin of profit will be the same 
as if we now obtained higher prices. 
It is estimated that *the prices for 
what the farmer has to buy, caused 
by’ the tariff, approximate nearly 
double what he would pay if our ports 
were open to the trade of the world. 
So that, without the tariff, we could 
buy about as much ‘with cotton at 9 
cents as with cotton at 15. McDuffie, 
of South Carolina, when the duties on 
imported goods averaged only 40 per 
cent, illustrated: That, if he sent 100 
bales to England to be sold, ordering 
the return in goods, when they ar- 
rived, he had to give the government 
here 40 bales more to pay the duty on 
the clothing, hats, shoes and blankets, 
in which the proceeds of his 100 bales 
were invested, thus making 100 bales’ 
worth of goods cost him 140 bales. 
What would he say now, with the duty 
on such articles running from 50 to 
nearly 200 per cent? 

After certain material reductions 
under the Walker tariff just before the 
war, old men tell us every farmer in 
the south got out of debt. But, since 
then, we have seen the duties go high- 
er and higher, and, even with the 
hoped-for reductions by a democratic 
house, the burden will still be on us; 
because, raising the immense revenue 
now necessary, large and substantial 
duties will remain, and as long as we. 
have the tariff at all, it will continue 
to beJja grab game between the differ- 
ent localities and the different inter- 
ests, but from which the farmer gets 
no benefit. It is not only the several 
hundred million dollars a year which 
we pay in duties which are added to 
the cost of such articles of necessity 
as we have to import, averaging nearly 
$20 per annum for each head of a fam- 
ily, but it is estimated that the in- 
creased cost of domestic goods,.caused 
by the protection to monopolies afford- 
ed by the tariff, amounts to from five 
to sevenfold what we pay in duties on 
dutiable goods, making the sums we 
have to pay, by reason of the tariff, 
enough, with our state and county 
taxes, to keep the common man always 
a little behind financially. Havemeyer, 
the sugar magnate, described the tariff 
a&® the “mother of the trusts.” Presi- 
dent Taft himself says a “too high 
tariff’ is the “mother of monopoly,” 
and Chairman Underwood has shown 
that any measure of protection to 
profits, even that incidental to tariff 
for revenue, necessarily tends to foster 
monopoly and cause consequently 


higher prices to the consumer. 

As long as we are compelled to ex-| 
port two-thirds of our crop, and the 
price is fixed.in foreign markets, with | 
Egypt, Russia and India 
one-third of the cotton of the world 
with an increasing acreage, with our 
own increased production per acre, is 
it reasonable to hope that we will see 
prices permanently Kept at a profitable 
figure under present conditions? 

We may restrict our acreage, we 
may diversify our crops, we may hold 
our cottpn, and not rush it into mar- 
ket all at once. All these are wise 
policies which should be pursued in 
any event. They will help us to a cer- 
tain measure of independence—if we 
do not bleed to death in the mean- 
time. But, after all thus accomplish- 
ed, there will be no adequate relief—

for we in the south will still have to! 
raise cotton and be able to raise it, 
at a profit, to live at all. So, there we'| 
are! Producing. in addition to our; 
other staple crops, two-thirds of the 
product upon which the entire world 
is absolutely dependent, commanding, 
as no other product does, always a 
ready sale for cash, we ought to be 
the richest country in the world; yet 
it hag been demonstrated that the peo- 
ple of the south who raise this cotton! 
are the poorest paid for their labor of 
any people on the face of the globe. 
We have seen the reason: because our 
profits are absorbed year by year by 
taxes and high prices for the necessi- 
ties of life. The load has been too 
heavy ! 
WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 
It is already at hand, ag if it had 


come to us in answer to prayer! The 
insuperable obstacle to 


/ 


‘coat, or plow, or roll of wire fence, 
etc., he is paying a part of this tax. 
“Every storekeeper is a collector for 
Uncle Sam.” No federal tax is levied 
upon -the swollen fortunes of the five 
thousand millionaires in the country 
or upon the properties of the great 
railroads, the manufacturing estab- 
lishments, the gigantic trusts, many of 
whom have accumulated their wealth 
largely from exemptions and privileges 
granted by the government. I pass by 
the amount realized during the past 
year or two from the very recent cor- 
poration tax, a makeshift which should 
give way to a general tax on al) in- 
comes. The considerable sum raised, 
however, from a tax of only 1 per cent, 
and that on the net income, shows the 
possibilities in a genera] income tax. 
As the tariff tax is entirely on the con- 
sumption, a laboring man has prac- 
tically been paying as much to the 
federal government as the billionaire 
coupon clipper who counts his daily 
income by the thousands. 

All fair men agree that taxes should 
be levied according to the ability to 
pay and according to the protection and 
benefits received from the government. 
The $30 a year exacted from the poor 
man cuts to the bone; the sum paid by 


'the rich man is from his superfluities. 


The burden weighs unequally. 

Another advantage of a direct income 
tax would be to curtail extravagant 
expenditures by the government. The 
present policy of indirect taxation lulls 
the people to sleep. The goose is pluck - 
ed without its knowing It. 

If the money were obtained ander @ 
direc: income tax, a check would be 
put upon extravagance. With an ex- 
emption to a certain limit shared by all, 
such a tax is the fairest method of 
raising revenues ever devised. It places 
the tax according to ability to bear it. 
It takes the burden from the back of 
the poor man and prevents the rich 
from evading their part of the public 
expense aS they do under the present 
method It is the kind of tax now 
mainly relied upon in nearly every civ- 
ilized country. But the great advantage 
I wish to press is that it will enable 
us to dispense with, or radically’modify 
the tariff. We can then buy cheap from 
the markets of the world where we 
have to sell. If we can do this, it is 
the epen door to southern industrial 
independence and it is the only door, 
a® was pointed out by John C. Calhoun 
over eighty years ago. England, with 
cne-half our population and one-half 
our wealth, with a moderate income tax 
raises nearly $200,000,000 a year, and 
that placed on only half the national 
income. A smaller tax in this country 
would easily more than make up all we 
receive from the tariff and enable us to 
have absolute free trade. 

This {s gocd democratic doctrine. It 
was Thomas. Jefferson's ideal. he 
present democratic party was born in 
a protest against the tariff. It is true, 
our platforms say, “Tariff for revenue 
only.” But as intimated in John G. Car- 
lisle’s great speech on the tariff, this 
means only that of two evils, tariff for 
vrotection or tariff for revenue, Wwe 
chose the’ less, there having been in 


the past no other means of raising the} 


necessary revenues. The time is ripe 
for the policy. 

Modern civilization is beginning to 
look upon all interference w'‘th the 
free exchange of products between the 
nations of the earth as a relic of bar- 
berism. All forms of protection have 
seen the hand-writing on the wall. The 
republican party in America has split 
upon this rock, and public opinion is 
setting steadily in the direction of free 
trade. There is no reason :to despair. 
A little over twenty years ago but one 
newspaper in the United States, The 
New York World, advocated an income 
tax. Today we virtually have it. But 
whether the country ts ready for free 
trade or not, the public sentiment is 
unanimous for the incomg tax, state 
platforms, both democratic and repub- 
lican, declaring for it. With the amend- 
ment passed and a substantial tax im- 
posed, if it does not bring us to free 
trade at once, it will automatically cut 
the ground from under high duties so 
that our burdens will be largely lifted 
and the southern farmer will come to 
his own. An income tax is the only 
means by which this result can be ef- 
fectually attained. But remember, it 
réeans a great revolution in our finan- 
cial system. .Even with the people fer 
it, will congress use the power given 
and impose a substantial tax? Ah, there 
is the rub! With the amendment passed, 
every sort of pressure will be brought 
to make it a dead letter. You will be 
surprised to see how lukewarm some 
will hecome upon whom you depend. 
Thev will declare, in the words of Taft, 
ii ‘s only a power to be_ used in an 
emergency, as In time of war. Every 
effort will be made to emasculate any 
act proposed on the subject. All the 
strength of corporate and individual 
vealth, the beneficlary of the present 
system, wilt be brought to bear. If 
the people sit down, as usual, and trust 
implicitly to their congressmen and 
leaders without making themselves 
heard, this door of opportunity a just 
God has opened to us will be closed, 
and we will continue to be hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
privileged classes. What guaranty 
have you that this policy will be urged 
by any now in office? Who has, as yet, 
declared himself for an immediate sub- 
stantial income tax? I believe there 
are tmany whose hearts are with the 
masses of the people who will hear 
when you speak. But our leaders wait 
until the people show they are in earn- 
est. Witness the apathy with which

Georgia is calle@ the Empire State 
and on many great questions has taken 
the lead in politics in the south, It 
was Georgia who first voiced the pro- 


test against the high tariff of 1828, | 
and while she officially set her dis-' 


approval upon the nullification program 
or South Carolina and stood by Jackson 
in* maintaining the supremacy of the 
general government, it was in Georgia 
that the agitation began which ended 
in the compromise tariff of Henry Clay 
in 1833, which for.a time, did bring much 
relief. So it has been in other important 
matters—but more recently our poli- 
tics seem to have degenerated too much 
into a game for success between fac- 
tions and into questions of men rather 
than measures, and we are in danger of 
failing to keep abreast of the great 
movements in the world that mean so 
much to us and our children. You are 
now facing the most important crisis in 
your fortunes that has developed in a 
generation. You can meet it properly 
or go on, planting in hope with the risk 
of gathering in despair. 

Let us forget for awhile issues “mean 
and little,” the contests of factions, and 
all militia district politics, and rise like 
& great and patriotic people to the im- 
portance of the proposition. Then 
Georgia, “having vindicated, herself by 
her resolution, will save the balance 
of the south by her example.” Who 
will oppose it? Certainly no one who has 
at heart the interest of the farmer. But 
beware of -those whose self-interest 
would be antagonistic. The dividends 
from our transportation companies and 
great manufacturing establishments 
largely. go to outside investors, but the 
profits of the farmer remain with us. 
Agriculture is, therefore, our first in- 
terest. But with that flourishing, ev- 
erything else will prosper. Increased 
trade will enhance the profits of our 
railroads, our merchants will extend 
their business, our towns and cities will 
grow, and our manufactories with their 
machinery and everything else that en- 
ters into the cost of their operations 
at lower prices. will expand as never 
before. Plenty will attend our future 
Christmas seasons—instead of the blue 
book ahead we have today. 

Few will have the hardihood to di- 
rectly oppose the policy I am advocat- 
ing, but you will soon observe how 
many will indirectly work for its de- 
feat by opposing and belittling the men 
who, they fear, would stand earnestly

In order to bring this important

I wil] ad- 
dress the voters of the various coun- 
ties as I find opportunity ang if I ac- 
complish nothing for myself I will be- 
amply rewarded if I can aid in induc- 
ing them to demand from their repre- 
sentative whole-hearted action on this 
measure. 

After eight years of service in the 
Senate and house, where my record 
invites your inspection, I came be- 
fore the people of the state in 1910 
for governor. Not in the interest of 
any man and without conferring with 
any man and put out by no faction, 
but appealing to the patriotism of all 
factions, I entered the race... As mat- 
ters developed, all will agree that I 
did the proper thing to withdraw, 
which was done cheerfully by me 
and I have no regrets. Whatever 
dissatisfaction :there may be with 
some as to the ultimate outcome, after 
all is said, the result of the cam- 
paign of 1910 was to cement in our 
laws beyond recall certain reform 
measures which will inure to the good 
of the commonwealth and which I 
believe are approved practically by 
the whole people. For I have always 
felt that, however unfortunately di- 
vided ‘people may have been on mere- 
ly personal issues, the majority of 
what were termed Brown men were as 
much in favor of genuine reform as 
those :called Smith men. I do not in- 
clude, of course, certain politicians 
and interests who were using or at- 
tempting to use the Brown move- 
ment for their own ends. At any rate 
I tried to do my part at the time as 
a patriot and a citizen. 


Other National] Issues. 


But it is not proper that I should 
come before you without giving my 
views on'some other public questions. 
There is no doubt the country gen- 
erally is at a juncture—the most vital 
since the struggle over slavery, and 
the very foundations of our political 
and business life are involved. It 
reaches further than that. We are in 
the midst of a revolution—not arm- 
ed—pbut one of thought and senti- 
ment; there is a surging sea of public 
discontent, and there is danger of 
many of our most cherished institu- 
tions being swept away as effectually 
as in a physical revolution marked 
with “raw heads and bloody hands.” 
What is the cause of the trouble? It 
may be all summed up in “the trusts.” 
All statesmen agree there must be a 
remedy. All measures proposed, how- 
ever, seek rather to penalize certain 
methods ang practices than to provide 
some comprehensive measure which

evil. The Sherman law is now’ the 
center of attention. No. doubt it is; 
developing wonderful efficacy. But; 
the danger is that it will be crippled; 
in its administration. There are dif- 
ferent theories advanced as to deal- 
ing with these overgrown -corpora- 
tions and monopolies. One school 
Says, that of Taft, prevent them from 
destroying competition and all will 
be well. The other, that of Roosevelt,

But what ought to fill our minds 
with consternation is the general ac- 
ceptance of these vast combinations 
as a necessary feature of progressing 
civilization and the general acqui- 
escence in the proposition that they 
are the products of an economic evo- 
lution and that it is unwise and vain 
to endeavor to control the operation 
of natural laws, leaving us no remedy | 
but to regulate. But to the‘ whole 
proposition I oppose the time-honor- 
ed and time-tried ideals of democracy. 
The progress of civilization does not 
lie in that direction. The cornerstone 
of the democratic faith is individual 
liberty and an equal opportunity for 
every man. Against any system, 
plutocratic or socialistic, which over- 
shadows this true democracy wages 
eternal war! Even if there were ma- 
terial benefits from the present sys- 
tem, which I deny, I do not believe 
in bartering our freedom and man- 
hood for a mess of pottage. 

Let us not be deceived. We may 
achieve temporarily dazzling results 
by these so-called modern methods. 
The Pyramids of Egypt were erected 
by the labor of millions of slaves un- 
der a taskmaster, but every civiliza- 
tion built upon the repression of the 
common man has perished and every 
people which have become truly great 
have done so only in proportion as 
free play has been given to individual 
and independent genius and enter- 
prise. The great trusts must g0. 
They are not the product of any 
natural evolution. They have grown 
out of an exceedingly artificia}] in- 
terference with the natural order of 
things which human selfishness has 
taken advantage of. The

have proven useful agencies. But un- 
der our laxlawsandthe apathy ofthe 
people they have been used as instru- 
ments for the enrichment of a few)! 
and the exploitation and impoverish- 
ment of the masses-—hence 
troubles. 

Under their operations the wealth | 
of the United States is held by less 
than 1 per cent of the people. Any 
system which produces such an Un- 
equal distribution of the products of 
labor will destroy civilization. The 
inevitable end is revolution. The pro- 
cess continued in Franee—then came 
the Reign of Terror, from which .civ- 
ilization had to again painfully 
emerge. But abuses may be corrected | 
without waiting for catastrophe. ; 

Has this condition been a natural 
evolution in this country? Not so. In- 
dividual accumulations of wealth in 
the natural order of things will neces- 
sarily in a short time become redis- 
tributed and a comparative equality of 
conditions preserved. It is so ordained 
of God. But with its existence per- 
petual whether individual stockhold- 
ers live or die, whatever falls -into a 
corporation is held with the grip of a 
dead hand. It never or rarely comes 
back into the common inheritance of 
mankind. And thus stone walls are 
erected against the acquirement of 
property by individual industry. This 
is only one feature—one characteristic 
of corporations, to illustrate the dis- 
advantages under which the common 
man labors in competition with them, 
and those who draw their sustenance 
from them. History has its lesson 
here. The accumulation of property 
from generation to generation by the 
religious corporations in the middle 
ages became so atest that they came 
near absorbing all the resources of the 
nations. In England they owned 
about one-half, and in Italy seven- 
eighths of the arable lands, and the 
streets and roads were filled with 
beggars. At last the only remedy was 
wholesale confiscation. 

They have learned their lesson in 
England and except certain public in- 
stitutions such as libraries and hos- 
pitals, no corporation of any kind can 
now hold real estate there without a 
special license. 

In this country, by means of the ad- 
vantage above described and other ar- 
tificilal] advantages peculiar to them, 
the great corporations have practically 
acquired all our natural resources, 
such as harbor facilities, coal and iron 
mines, forests, timber and water pow- 
ers, and having monopolies of certain 
necessities of life dependent on these, 
are not only in position to extort un- 
reasonable tribute from the people, but 
they “bottle up’’ such as they have no

Political Infi > Of Special Interests. 
In order to clear the way for prop- 


er reforms we must safeguard our pol- 
‘ities from the influence of special in- 


terests. I\am heartily in accord with 
the existing and proposed legislation 
on these lines, and, in addition, I favor 
rigid penalties against. private iobby- 
g. 

We have all seen how, in order to 
efeat just laws to contro] them and 
to acquire special privileges by which 
to exploit the people, the same to be 
capitalized at enormous figures-——these 
interests have not only, by outside in- 
fluences, dominated our national coun- 
cils and hovered with dark wings over 


,every state legislature, but how they: 


have in many instances had elected 
as representatives of the people (7?) 
thelr own officers, agents and allies; 
how they haye controlled conventions 
and caucuses; how, “using the money 
pilfered from our own coffers to cor- 
rupt us,” they have carried elections 
by wholesale bribery; how they have 
controlled the press as far as they 


on any man of merit who would not 
fall in line with their designs, and 
how, in various ways, they have built 
up, within our very gates, a vast 
standing army of dependents ready to 
do their bidding, and still exert by 
these and other means such politica! 
power that it would almost seem that 
we had ceased to be a nation of free 
men and government by th people 
and for the people had perisifed from 
the earth, 


United States Senators, 


I favor a constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of United 
States senators by the people, and 
think in all cases they should be nom- 
inated by direct primaries. 


Activities ef Congressmen. 


I favor a measure putting all gov- 
ernment offices, as far as possible, on 
the civil service list instead of leav- 
ing them to be filled by appointment. 
We do not send men to congress to 
open office brokerages in Washing- 
ton, and yet how much of their energy 
has been devoted to this cat’s meat of 
politics—public patronage. Such a 
measure will help to eliminate from 
politics the gang who are after the 
loaves and fishes. Each Congressional 
Record shows columns, under nearly 
every name, of private pension bilis 
and private claim bills introduced, The 
average congressman, instead of giv- 
ing his time to the people-at-large, has 
to become special attorney for all 
these private matters. Any claim of 
merit will doubtless receive full jus- 
tice from the court of claims, estab- 
lished for such business, and pensions 


present need for, and these, too, are 
put beyond the. reach of the individ- 
ual. The next step, and it is already 
being taken, will be to buy up large 
tracts of farming land, and as this 
goes on, individual freedom and inde- 
pendence even in the country will’ gis- 
appear. 

The city business man, by the mo- 
nopoly of most lines of business, has 
become little more than a distributing 
and collecting agent for the trusts, 
and thousands of bright traveling men 
haxe been reduced to mere automata, 
with smaller salaries. Brains in anv 
line are no longer at.a premium. Men 
are simply cogs in the wheels of a 
great mechani No! These great 
mergers and dmbinations, with their 
large capitalimtion and darge hold- 
ings, must go! The only salvation for 
the country—for our civilization—is 
to destroy them root and branch. This 
will not injure business, ‘but individ- 
ual enterprises being unfettered, busi- 
ness will be stimulated in a thousand 
ways. Besides, we will be free once 
more. Federal power alone is equal 
The individual states have been 
nesting places for these birds of ill 
omen. As 1lOng as they control one 
state where they can get charters and 
other privileges to suit, they can 
spread their poison over the whole 
country, unless checked by _ federal 
law. But our grandfathers wisely pro- 
vided two governments for our protec- 
tion, so when state protection fails, 
We have the strong arm cf the gen- 
eral government. It has constitutional 
power to reaoh these evils. 

What is crippling and holding back 
that right arm today? A few southern 
senators, who hold the balance of 
power in that small chamber, and by 
uniting ag they have done with the 
trust senators on certain vital ques- 
tions, have paralyzed reforms  pro- 
posed even by progressive republicans. 
It is not from any intentional be- 
trayal, but on account of certain an- 
tiquated, illogical, narrow and abso- 
lutely incorrect conceptions of what 
they oall state’s rights, they bring the 
true doctrine of state's rights into dis- 
repute. A littie sympathy with the 
great wrongs of the common people 
ought to have clarified their under- 
Standings. Their presence in Wash- 
ington is fatal to the realization of 
any genuine reform. 

They are unwittingly playing into 
the hands of the trusts. A few years 
ago, when some of the states sought 
to regulate corporations, it was their 
favorite boast that they would take 
refuge under the aegis of the federal 
constitution. But today, when incited 
by an aroused public conscience, the 
federal government itse)f is reaching 
out its arm to bring them trembling 
in the presence of violated law, they 
raise the cfy of “too much centra]- 
ism,’”’ and that such and such matters 
should be left to the states, and you 
can hear that echoed by their hench- 
men in every direction. 


The Money Trust. 


The power of a few men to control 
the immense volume of bank deposits, 
insurance and other corporate funds, 
and to arbitrarily dictate to what con- 
cerns cradit should be given, and to 
What refused, is one of the greatest 
menaces to independent business. I 
am opposed to any monetary legisla- 
tion which gives the: possible control 
of the money of the country to any 
set of men or interests. 


Railroad and Transmission Lines. 


These stand on a somewhat different 
footing from industrial combinations. 
Public convenience requires that they 
should often be extensive. They in- 
vade nb domain of private enterprise 
—yet if not strictly regulated and 
their consolidaticn carefuily controlled 
so as not to destroy competition, they 
become greater evils than blessings. 
They have been largely responsible 
for the inequality of conditions, now 
producing such an acute situation in 
the country and have heiped to create 
monopolies by their rebates and dis- 
crimination in favor of one concern 
and against another: Not only that, 
but they have exerted their power to 
build ‘up some towns and localities 
and destroy. others. Every town 
should have the benefit of its natural 
situation, but intermediate points 
have been crippled and dwarfed and 
their merchants and industries driven 
to already congested centers, in order 
to get cheaper rates. Our grand men 
of the past fought this in Georgia over 
thirty years ago, Toombs storming in 
the convention and Dr. Felton thun- 
dering from the stump, and yet the 
evil has not yet been corrected here. 


commerce is interstate, we must look 
to Washington. We have developed 
a splendid interstate commission that 


should be granted only under the pro- 
visions of general laws. 

I favor laws prohibiting the distri- 
bution of free seeds and other articles 
of value by congressmen among their 
constituents. Wherever the distribu- 
tion of such things will promote the 
public good it can be better done by 
the departments. : 


Labor and Capital. 


I would be the last one to advocate 
any injustice to capital, but our laws 
pretty adequately protect it—unless it 
become predatory—but our laws to

I believe in better liability laws 
and the establishment of boards, to 
adjust the compensation for death or 
injuries as promptly as a. coroner's 
inquest, without the long delay and 
expense of law suits with their inter- 
minable appeals. 


Agriculture. 


As this interest lies at the basis of 
all our civilization, I favor all legis- 
lative measures to foster and promote 
it. Il approve Senator Smith's plan to

ality in that of lLongfeather, an 
Apathe Indian, who has recently lo- 
cated in Atlanta to practice his pro- 
fession as a tree expert. 

Longfeather is a prepossessing, pol- 
ished and highly educated young man 
and has credentials and accomplish- 
ments to his credit that indicates he 
is to be ranked among the foremost 
practitioners of this interesting 


science, 

His career is quite an interesting 
one. Born of Apache Indian parent- 
age in a cave in Arizona, his yearning 
for enlightenment prompted him to 
run away from home when but a small 
tcy in order that he might attend 
school at Albuquerque. 

From Albuquerque he was sent to the 
Apache reservaticn in New Mexico and 
later to Oklahoma. 

His ambition and further thirst for 
knowledge caused him to make ap- 
Plication for entrance to Carlisle, 
where he graduated, 

It is said of him that since an early 
age he displayed a keen interest in 
nature and more espécially trees, and 
while but a child he began a study of 
trees and the application of remedial 
measures for their preservation. 

While attending -Carlisle at his odd 
times he was employed in doctoring 
trees and before his graduation he haa 
attained quite a reputation in this 
respect.

It was evolved by him the method of 
exterminating bores before they had 
acomplished their deadivy work and 
this was a tesk that had baffled the 
eh eeoe gt experts that undertook 
this. 

He also compounded and had patented 
a chemical preparation which, used in 
dressing wounds caused by surgical 
operations, acts as a powerful pre- 
servative and stimulus to growing 
trees 

LOAgfeather explains his coming to 
Atlanta because of the. mild climate 
of the south which permits him en- 
gaging in his profession the yéar 
around, while in the north the severity 
of the winters makes this impossible. 

He makes’ his headquarters at 345 
Peachtree street. under the firm 
name of Yangfeather & Shephard, 
Landscaping and Tree Experts.

was the cause of Napoleon's 
fall? Three recent writers seem to 
agree on one theory. According. to 
August Fourmier, the Viennese scholar, 
according to Arthur Hassall, a young 
English student, and according to Kar! 
Hauptmann, the German poet and 
playwright, Napoleon’s downfall was 
caused by his inability to realize that 
there is such a thing as a national 
conscience. Napoleon believed that he 
could settle all problems of European 
politics by making deals with princes; 
he forgot the people, though himself 
a son of the people. He betrayed the 
revolution which had made him. He 
failed to understand the new spirit of 
which he himself was the instrument.

CONGRESS AND THE POST OFFICE MACHINE. 


Répresentative Norris, insurgent republican of Nebraska, 
stated nothing new when, on the floor of congress the other day, 
he branded the postoffice department as a “huge political ma- 
chine.” For the last three years it has developed intensively in 


this direction, until today it not only penalizes business the coun- 


iry. over, but appears as well to browbeat congress. 

In the name of so-called “economy,” the postoffice oligarchy 
has violated all the laws of growth and of common sense as they 
apply to the business of the nation. Instead of amplifying facili- 
ties to meet the inevitable expansion of the mail service, it has, 
everywhere, curtailed facilities. Under its present head, and in- 
spired by a mania to establish a record for misnamed “financial ef- 
ficiency,” it has not only crippled service in postoffices, but equally 
cut down and demoralized the feeder of all postoffices—the rail- 
way mail service. This is not to mention the upgrowth of a sys- 
tem of espionage, which, by subjecting employees to the constant 


‘glare of suspicion, is iast completing the destruction of efficency 


begun by ruinous parsimony. 

The recent protest of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce over 
the deteriorating railway mail service, as well as the manner in 
which the local office is handicapped by Washington bureaucracy, 
is simply an illustration of the havoc wrought by the disastrous 
penny-squeezing and political favorite-hoosting policy of the de- 
partment. In every part of the country the story 1s the same— 
delayed mails, congested mails, inefficient service. 

The pity of the whole thing is that congress itself appears to 
permit a little postoffice patronage, a few paltry postmasterships,

THE SOUTH AND THE COST OF LIVING. 


The south should feel a peculiar interest in the movement, in- 
augurated in this country, to have the United States lead a world- 
inquiry into the problem ot the cost of living. The investigation, 
should it materialize, is apt to reveal much helpful information. 
But so far as this section is concerned, its principal relevance is 
likely to be in the indication that the south should proceed to de- 
clare independence of the cost of living by raising its home sup- 
plies. 

A world-wide probe by experts may reveal that the excessive 
cost of living is due to over-production of gold, to’ the abandon- 
ment of the farm for the citv, or a dozen other causes. But such 
findings will exert only a collateral effect on the south, so long as 
our people send. abroad huge sums annually for grain, meat and 
ether articles of food and commodities that should be produced in 
this section. 

It has been estimated that Geargia alone sends outside the 
State more money each vear for food supplies than the total finan- 
cial value of the cotton crop. The condition should be reversed. 
Proceeds from the cotton crop should be as so much “velvet,” or 
surplus, and we should produce all of the food-stuffs ‘essential to 


‘the maintenance of life in man and beast. instead of incumbering 


the cotton crop, as we now do, with a heavy annual debt to pay 
for the articles necessary to its production. 

This economic folly, as it touches food, can be remedied within 
two or three vears by sectional diversification, and the enrichment 
ot worn-out-lands. As it affects manufactures, it can and will be 
remedied in the course of vears, as the south’s abundance of crude 
material and command of water power bring her into her own in 
an industrial sense. . 

Speaking by and large, the problem of the cest of living ought 
to have no terrors for this section. Persistent agitation by the agti- 
cultural and daily press will do\much to hasten the day of the 
south’s independence in this very y,}al respect. 


| WHERE SERVANTS SPREAD DISEASE. 


An imminent health problem in Atlanta was dramatized with 
forcefulness the other day when a tuberculous negro was removed 


from a candy factory. Commenting upon the case, City Bacteri-| 


ologist Claude Smith says it is only one of hundreds wherein suf- 


ferers from the white plague spread infection, innocently in most 


cases, by their hourly contact with sound people. Dr. Smith said 
also that if progress was to be made in checking this condition, 
council would have to be more liberal in its appropriations to the 
city sanitarium for the treatment of tuberculosis. 

The subject is not a pleasant one. But it requires courageous 
facing and determined handling, if the grave issue it typifies is to 
be met, and there is no better time than the opening of a new year, 
when Atlantans of all classes are concentrating their minds On set- 
ting the municipal house in order. 

The Constitution has, time and again, emphasized the fact 
that disease knows no lines of racial or of social distinction. The 
cynical doctrine that “I am not my brother’s keeper” is suicidal, 
irom a community standpoint. The negro man, woman or child 
who is afflicted, not only with tuberculosis, but with any communi- 
cable disease, some of the foulest and most unprintable descriptions, 
can easily menace the lives and health of the white persons, not 
only in the homes to which they have access as servants, or the 
establishments to which they go as workers, but as well people 
on the streets and in public places generally. 

What is true of the negro ill with\ a transmissible disease is 
equally true of the white. In the matter of health we are all in 
the same boat. We sink or float together, whether or not it 
agrees with our notions and our prejudices. 

The year 1912 ean be made a banner one in the history of At- 
lanta from a health standpoint, and council could address its efforts 
toward no direction more constructive than this one. We have the 
climate, God-given. We have magnificent natural drainage. We 
have the location. All that is needed is co-operation between 
Nature and Atlanta to make this city the healthiest municipality 
in the world. ‘In the matter of domestic servants and workers 
generally, the problem presses for attention. Council and the city 
board of health should lose no time, spare no money in strength- 
ening the city’s bulwarks in these’ vital respects.

AN UNNECESSARY AND BURDENSOME COURT. 


If the new commerce court proposes to set. itself up as an ob- 
stacle between the interstate commerce commisison and effective 
railroad regulation, the quicker it is abolished the better. About 
all the new court has done, so far, is to cumber and hinder railroad 
regulation by holding up the commission’s orders, rendering them, 
at its will, null and void. 

The most recent instance of this disposition on the part of the 
court was manifested in its injunction against the interstate com- 
merce commission’s order declaring as an unjust discrimination the 
payment by the railroads of a lighterage compensation to the Ar- 
buckles for transporting sugar from their Brooklyn dock across 


New York harbor to the railroad terminals in New Jersey, while 
refusing to pay a like compensation to the Federal Refining Com- 
pany for a similar service. 

It needs no legal intuition to detect an unfair discrimination 
here, yet the new commerce court temporarily enjoined the com- 
mission’s order, with the result that the commission has appealed 
to thé supreme court of the United States to stop this course of 
the commerce court, lest the commission’s power over rate-making 
be rendered nugatory. 

_ If the commerce court is empowered for its own convenience 
or that of the transportation companies to enjoin the commission's 
orders, it is pointed out that it may make impossible the regulation 
of transportation agencies. Transportation problems are so inter- 
woven, and those in one locality so intimately related with those in 
another, that the enjoining of one order may render unjust and 
unreasonable orders applying in other sections. 

The commerce court was created and established for the pur- 
pose of supplementing and completing as nearly as possible the sys- 
tem of railroad regulation adopted under the commerce clause of 
the federal constitution. It was designed as an aid and support to 
the interstate commerce commission; its purpose was, while afford- 
ing protection to the carrier, to expedite litigation and to make pos- 
sible the more, speedy and effective enforcement of the commission’s 
rulings. In-the very first year of its existence it has come into 
clash with the commission and, in the role of obstructionist, has 
demonstrated its futility and uselessness.

ABOLISH THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


How much longer is Atlanta to confess itself powerless betore 
the smoke nuisance that makes a soot-hole of the heart of town, 
and that is visited with almost equal severity on other portions of 
the city? 

There is pending in council an ordinance aimed at reducing 
this evil to a minimum. Back of it is not only the unanimous senti- 
ment of the community, but as well the movement instigated by 
the chamber of commerce.. So seriously did the latter organization 
regard the problem that it appointed a regular “smoke committee,” 
of which J. M. Van Harlingen is chairman, and on which are sev- 
eral prominent business men. 

No city of Atlanta’s size and spirit in the country would en- 
dure what this city endures in the shape of belching locomotives 
puffing soot and cinders into the faces and lungs, and over the 
clothes of people, in the most central portion of the cfty. With the 
increase ofitraffic on the railroads, the issue has become so ag- 
gravated that occupants of several of the office buildings bordering 
on the smoke canyon are threatening, in self-protection, to move 
their quarters. | 

Cities of metropolitan pretensions handle this problem in a 
more twentieth-century manner. Trains traversing central por- 
tions of up-to-date cities are hauled by electric locomotives. If the 
railroads persist in filling the city with soot and smoke, they will. 
be forced to the electric engine remedy. 

The main, and imperative, consideration is relief! Atlantans 
have long enough been patient under an infliction that is now be- 
come intolerable, and the trouble comes not only from locomotives, 
but from offending building smoke stacks as well. —

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CORN YIELDS AND FERTILIZERS. 


In’ the form of a communication from W. A. Reynolds, of 
Charlotte, N: C., published elsewhere, The Constitution presents 
interesting sidelight on the phenomenal corn yields made by the 
bovs and men’s corn clubs in the south during the past few years. 

' The explanation brought forward by Mr. Reynolds, in answer 
to a query in the Farms and Farmers’ Department of The Con- 
stitution, is—intelligent fertilization. 

He cites many cases in different parts of the south, including 
a broad range of climatic and soil conditions. He covers, in fact, 
every conceivable set of circumstances that have led up to the 
growing reputation of the south in this respect. His conclusion is 
inevitable and repeats itself in virtually each instance—tertiliza- 
tion, with an admixture of brains and enefgy. 

Testimony of this analytical nature should be ot large value 
to farmers throughout the south. As was stated in the original 
query in The Constitution, Why raise cotton exclusively upon an 
uncertainty, when there is so much profit in corn? Mr. Reynolds’ 
study of the subject appears to give final answer to the question. 
His reasoning is borne out by the experience of the farmers of 
Europe, who, by fertilization and intensive methods, get incom- 
narably better results from land regarded as effete than do Amer- 
ican farmers from soil only a few generations removed from its

He was always earnest and zealous in 
the work allotted to him as a council 
member, and he enjoyed the confidence 
and esteem of every other member of 
the general council. 

Was First Elected in 1908. 

Mr. Johnston was first elected. to 
council from the sixth ward in. 1908. 
After serving the term of two years he 
was re-elected to succeed himself in 
1910. He would in all probability 
have been elected again except for 
the provision of the city charter which 
prohibited his /succeeding himself in 
council after serving two consecutive 
terms. 

One of the first important measures 
of which he was the author was a 
resolution prohibiting any kind of a 
caucus for the election of city officials 
by council members. He was fought 
from the jump, but did not rest on 
his oars until the resolution: was 
adopted and there had been abolished 


.|a council custom which had grown to 


be a great municipal evil. 

Upon his appointment as chairman 
of the school committee he found that 
there was no protection from fire in 
any of the schools. He saw a situ- 
ation which gravely menaced the lives 
of thousands of children. He at once 
went to work to secure an appropria- 
tion for fire escapes, fire gongs and 
fire extinguishers. He kept zealously 
at work until the finance committee 
appropriated the necessary money with 
which to provide*fire escapes on the 
Girls’ High school, which up to that 
time was a veritable fire trap. Through 
his efforts it was not long before fire 
extinguishers and gongs were placed 
in every public school in Atlanta. 


His Fight for the Teachers. 


Mr. Johnston’s next great fight was 
for a raise in the salary of the public 
school teachers, who were being under- 
paid, and for whom there seemed to be 
no help. He had a hard fight, of course. 
because Atlanta's exchequer was short 
of money, as it always is, and it was 
difficult for the finance committee of 
council to find enough money with 
which to meet current expenses. But 
he worked on with that dogged deter- 
mination which ever marked his ca- 
reer as a pubdlic official, and the teach- 
ers received a salary raise, although 
it was not as great as Mr. Johnston 
would like to have had it. 

In the Battle Hill tuberculosis sani- 
tarium there stands a monument to- 
day to the achievements of Steve R. 
Johnston when serving Atlanta in the 
city council, for it was he who in- 
troduced the first resolution calling 
for an appropriation with which to 
establish in Atlanta an. institution 
which would take care of and give 
hope to the sufferers from the terrible 
white plague. Since then he, with 
other members of council and human- 
itarians of Atlanta, has kept steadily 
behind the movement, until there is 
today a place for the victims of this 
awful malady. 

These are but a few of the things 
for which ex-Councilman Johnston has 
been given credit, and for which he 
deserves the praise of the people of 
Atlanta. 


Praised by Three Mayors. 
He first went into council during 


Mayor Joyner'’s term, and he was with 


Mayor Maddox two years and with 
Winn one year. All three of 
these chief executives of the city have 
spoken of Mr. Johnston in words of 
the highest praise and have stated 
that they recognized in him a patriotic 
citizen and an efficient official. 

While councilman, Mr. Johnston fre- 
quently presided and he was recog- 
nized as a parliamentarian without a 
peer among city officials. 

And added to all this, Steve John- 
ston always had the glad hand for his 
fellow officials, and they always had 
the glad hand for him. It is freely 
predicted that he will not be allowed 
to remain in private Ife for long, bui 
that he will soon be called upon again 
to serve his people. 

If Steve Johnston, as a city official, 
had nothing more to show as his rec- 
ord than his work for the teachers 
and little children he could well re- 
tire from public life without wishing 
any greater memorial. In speaking 
of his work as a member of the schov! 
boare. Mr. Johnston has said:

W. A. REYNOLDS TELLS WHY 
CORN CLUB BOYS SUCCEED 


Editor Constitution: The writer had 
the pleasure of reading a letter pub- 
lished by R. J. Redding, of Griffin, Ga., 
in The Atlanta Constitution of Decem- 
ber 10. This letter gives a statement 
of th results of the boys’ corn experi- 
ment and choses with a query. 

The statement: 


“The reported results of yields per 
acre of shelled corn secured by the 
boys are indeed remarkable.

of which this item was reported was:

other boys’ averages a cost of less than

acre was $28.

Let us have the 
details, boys, for the benefit of the 
general farming publi.” 

An answer. 

The same query has come into the 
mind of the writer many times. Dur- 
ing the past three years he has given 
considerable study of the facts dis- 
closed by the hundreds of corn pro- 
ducts statements that have come into 
his hands. 

Various Number of Causes. 

The results of the deductions made 
from these reports disclose a varied 
number of causes, Selected seed, ap- 
plication of humus, dep plowing, porp- 
er cultivation, strong soil and heavy 
fertilization. 

It is not our purpose to tell the 
farmer how to make $100 profit per 
acre on corn, but it is to furnish such 
deductions from facts which will dis- 
close beyond any question of doubt 
that the one real, vital reason for 
these large yields at profitable prires 
is found in one answer: The heavy 
application of commercial fertilizers. 
Do not isunderstand us. We do not 
forget that the other facts contribute 
to large yields, but we do state that 
the real truth rests in the furnishing 
of an abundance of plant food for the 
growing corn. 

The tables previously compiled for 
study of this question have been de- 
stroyed, but the facts so clearly prov- 
en by these figures had so overwhelm- 
ingly convinced us that we could not 
help furnishing an answer to Mr. Red- 
ding’s query. 

We have therefore gought for open 
facts which happened to be at hand, 
and we feel that he who reads this ar- 
ticle cannot help but agree with us in 
our opinion.

Yes, un- 
doubtedly, because the only real dif- 
ference between this one acre and all 
the votFer acres in the same field was 
in the different amounts of fertilizer 
used cn this one acre ag against the 
other acres in the same patch.

I found it to give me a net 
profit of $12 per acre, over the net 
profit per acre on the same natured 
land not fertilized. I shall try this 
year for 150 bushels per acre on a five- 
acre field that I intend to use for seed 


plot. I shall not use over $20 worth 
of fertilizer per acre.

JUDGE BROYLES’ 


SUGGESTION 


MEETS GENERAL APPROVAL 


Judge Broyles’ suggestion in his an- 
nual report that station sergeants be 
given the power of investigating cases 
and referring them to the probation of- 
ficers or docketing for trial according 
to their merits, has been the chief top- 
ic of conversation in police circles dur- 
ing the past few days. Practically 
every word that has been said has 
been in agreement with the recorder. 

That this would eliminate many friv- 
olous and useless cases, would conserve 
the time of the court and spare many 
a deserving person the humiliation of 
being locked up, is an acknowledged 
fact. In addition there are other ad- 
vantages which would be derived, 
which are additional arguments in fav- 
or of the system. 

Lindsay’s Suggestion. 

The best suggestion yet made along 
the line of Judge Broyles’ tentative plan 
has been outlined by Sergeant I. EL 
Lindsay of the evening watch, who pro- 
poses an investigating office, which 
will not merely look into cases and 
their merits before they are docketed, 
but will also atteng.to hundreds of 
other details which now overwhelm the 
station sergeants and call officers, such 
as complaints from the residence sec- 
tions, look-outs for criminals wanted, 
notices to be given to the men of a cer- 
tain watch, lost children, cows and 
horses—in fact everything that seeps 
into the: police work. 

Besides this the office a8 proposed 
would be a means of keeping those rec- 
ords which the department now lacks, 
or which are but poorly kept for lack 
of material. There has lately been 
much criticism of records of accidents, 
burglaries, murders, assaults, where 
such records are found later to be 
necessary to the successful working of 
a case. Atlanta is probably the only 
city of its size in the United States 
where the crime records are so mea- 
ger and unsatisfactory. 

Sergeant Lindsay some nights ago 
prepared a diagram showing in a 
graphic way the multitudinous details 
which reach the department now in any 
haphazard fashion and how they could 
be classifiled in a central office and 
then sent to the proper person. Offi- 
cial business would reach the chief 
of police. Reports of murders, bur- 
glaries and other crimes, made in a 
complete and intelligible fashion, would 
be given immediately to officers to go 
to work on the case, and look-outs for 


suspected parties could be sent through 
the signal operator to officers in that 


Supposed to go. Cases would be in- 
vestigated and turned over to the court 
or probation departments. 

The scheme is the most comprehen- 
Sive and feasible one which has yet 
been proposed and is one which would 
require but little primary expenditure. 
Except for a man to be placed at the 
head of the department it would take 
no one from the force, as there are al- 
ready several attaches who do what in- 
vestigating work is to be done and they 
could continue their present employ- 
ment. Equipment would mean an ex- 
tension of phones, and a system of rec- 
ords, which will Le imperative within a 
few years anyway, and is much needed 
now. 

Do Away With Suspicion Cases. 

Besides the many other advantages 
of the system, it is pointed out that 
such an office would be in line with 
Chief Beavers’ announced determination 
to put an end to the indiscriminate ar- 
rest of persons on a blanket “suspicion” 
charge, many of whom have been held 
as long as two weeks and then turned 
out for “want of prosecution.” The ar- 
rant injustice of such arrests was seen 
by the chief and has been mitigated to 
some extent, although still practised in 
many instances. 

Sergeant Lindsay says that his plan 
was but hurriedly made, and many im- 
provements can be suggested on it aft- 
er study and practical operation. 
drawn, however, from experience cov- 
ering many years and a close study of 
police work, and will receive indorse- 
ment of officials and the attention of 
the police board. 

One reason for the indorsement of 
police officiale is found in the great 
amount of work now piled on the sta- 
tion sergeants. When it is thought that 
three men have to attend to the cleri- 
cal work of nearly 18,000 cases yearly, 
entering cases and judgments, fines, 
days worked, etc., besides the hundreds 
of other details mentioned, it will be 
seen why plans are being suggested by 
the board to lighten this work as the 
department and the city grow.

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NUMBER OF MEN TEACHERS 
STEADILY DECREASES 


Washington, January 6.—Steady de- 
crease in the number of men teachers 
in the public schools of the country is 
deplored by Dr. Fletcher RB. Dressiar, 
of the Uniteq States bureau of edu- 
cation, in a report on the work of the 
past decade along educational! lines. 

“There is no doubt.” he says, “that 
it is unwise to entrust so important 
a matter as the teaching of boys and 
girls so largely to women, but the 
facts are kKnow'n, and have been for 
many years, and yet the hopeq for 
change does not come.” 

Thirty per cent of the public school 
teachers in 1900 were men: this num- 
ber has now decreased to about 21 
per cent and Dr. Dresslar finds that 
normal school figures “forestall a 
still further reduction,”’ because 
whereas in 1900 the number of men 
taking professional courses in normal 
schools was 26 per cent, the percent- 
age has decreased to about 21.

FIVE GEORGIA CITIES SHO 
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GAIN IN BANK CLEARINGS 


Dun’s report of bank clearings for 
the year of 1911 shows a very flatter- 
ing increase for the South Atlantic 
States, and Atlanta in particular is 
mentioned as one of the cities in which 
notable expansion has been made. 

The total shows a slight decrease, 
which is accounted for by the falling 
off at New York city, most of the 
other leading cities of the country 
showing an increase. 

Thirty-nine of the 115 leading cities 
covered in the report show a decrease. 
The remainder shows a more or less 
healthy increase. Those which showed 
the largest gains are Baltimore, Rich- 
mond, Norfolk, Wilmington, N. C.; At- 
lanta, Savannah, Macon, Columbus, 
Ga.: Augusta and Jacksonville. 

The fact that five of the ten cities 
which are reported as showing “nota- 
ble expansion” are Georgia towns, is 


significant of the financial status of 
the state and the progress that is bDe- 
ing made, in spite of the fact “the 
sharp decrease in the price of cotton 
during the latter part of the year is 
reported to have had a generally ad- 
verse effect on business conditions.” 
It is notable, furthermore, that al- 
though the cotton depression came 
during the latter half of the year, the 
report shows that the loss for the 
vear of 1911 was almost wholly dur- 
ing the first six months of the year, 
and expecially during the first quarter. 
The South Atlantic states showed a 
gain of 11.1 for the year of 1911, which 
was 6.7 per cent ahead of the record 
of any other section of the country. 
This is the second year in succession 
that the South Atlantic states have 
led in increase in bank clearings, the 
record for 1910 being 27.6 per cent.

Message to Georgia Clubs 
From General Federation 
Chairman of Arts 
and Crafts. 


Dear Mrs. Osgood: You ask me for 
an art message for the Georgia Feder- 


ated Club page. 

How wonderful it all is—our great 
country, our great federation, our com- 
mittees and the magnificent art im- 
pulse which is drawing us all so close- 
ly together! 

Here I sit in St. Louis, far from my 
parents and my home on the north 
Atlantic, 500 miles south of my Wis- 
consin and my north Michigan friends, 
2,000 miles from San Francisco, whith- 
er my thoughts must go more and more 
during the next stx months before the 
biennial, and hundreds of miles from 
beautiful Georgia. Today St. Louis is 
nasty. Everyone is rushing around 
laden with Christmas parcels, in a cold 
drizzle not at all suggestive of 
Christmas. “Up north” there is snow 
upon the ground. “On the coast” and 
“down south,” I doubt not, lots of club 
women are gathering flowers and eat- 
ing freshest fruit on shady porches. 
Yet we are all thinking the same 
thoughts, we are all trying to be good 
friends, good neighbors, good citizens, 
We are all studying art in some form 
or other. 


Why Study Art? 

Now, why should we club women 
study art; why should we try to draw, 
try to paint: why should we seek to 
become familiar with the works of old 
masters and of our painters, gculptors 
and architects: and why should we 
club women sacrifice much leisure, 
open our purses, organize art instruc- 
tion, assist in every civic art move- 
ment?

But bear in mind the pic- 
ture each one of us should make in 
her surroundings: the harmony we 
should have in our homes; the picture 
and the harmony our larger home, our 
city or village should make. And just 
Aas @ woman is happier and more effi- 
client if she is so dressed that she can 
be a joy to herself and to her friends, 
just as she can think and study better

A Letter From the State Chair- 
man of Arts and Crafts.

looking room. Aren’t our husbands 
more comfortable in the sgolid big 
chairs, in the plain, quiet, colored 
room, than among the spindled gilt 
chairs and shimmering breeade of our 
(herished drawing kooms’”

“Well,” you say, “if all. these things 
are art and artistic, why do I need to 
study about it? I have it all here 
now.” Now, there is just the point! 
Where is the distinction between the 
artistic and the inartistic?

CALHOUN WOMAN’S CLUB. 

The Calhoun Woman’s Club was or- 
sanized in 1902 with sixteen members. 
It now has a membership of eighty- 
two. We meet every second Thursday, 
twelve months in the year, always 
having a business session, followed by 
a program except at the end of eacn 
quarter, when we enjoy a social hour. 
We own our own club house, a log 
cabin, which, with its furnishings, 
cost $1,800. In this house we have a 
library and rest room, the latter in 
charge of amatron,and maintained at 
a cost of $12 per month. The board 
oi county commissioners, also the city 
council, realizing the great need this 
rest rocm fills, appropriates $5 per 
month to its maintainance. The libra- 
ry has cver 500 books, and is open to 
the public on Thursdays. The club 
does its work through committees. We 
observe President’s day, vwusuuldren’s 
day, Arbor, Health, Thanksgiving, 
library and Fdeeration days. The 
children of our town enjoy a bexui- 
ful playground loaned by one of ihe 
members. We celebrated Children's 
day by giving a picnic at tnis play- 
ground for the children of the town. 
Our club has had charge of the Woim- 
an’s department of the Gordon County 
fair since its organization, having just 
held its seventh annual meeting. Have 
contributed $10 to Tallulah Falls cot- 
tage and $5 each to Cass Station 
Model school and student aid. Since 
May, the beginning of the fiscal year, 
we have built a stone bridge and seats 
in the Woman’s park at a cost of 
$57.60; established a circulating libra- 
ry at Belmont rural school, and had 
an entertainment for the chapel fund. 

Mrs. Hugh Willet honored us with 
a visit in August. Mrs. C. Irby, our 
district vice president, visited us in 
July. Mr. Powell, state supervisor of 
rural schools, was with us ‘in October, 
and made a most interesting talk on 
his work. We are building a drinking 
fountain in the public sqvare, at a 
cost of about $75. Have foundation 
built to a stone chapel in one of our 
ecmeteries, which, when completed, 
will cost $225. Have added seventeen 
volumes to our library. Through the 
forestry committee, a fine exhibit of 
leaves of nativetrees collected by the 
children of the county, was shown at 
the county fair. Through the influence 
of the hea:th committee, the markets 
and most of the grocery stores in 
town were screened, and the display 
of foodstuffs on the sidewalks has 
greatly ‘decreased.

onstantinople January 6.—Bomb 
putrages have become alarmingly fre- 
quent in various parts of Turkey dur- 
ing the last few days and it is de- 
chared that these are the work of Buil- 
garian revolutionaries.

TO FARM UNDER GEORGIA LAW 


January 6.—(Special.) 


Waycross, Ga.,

That north Georgia 
drainage is shown by an 
ment today that, beginning early in 
February, a drainage district will he 
organized under the Geotgia law in 
Gwinnett county, along Big Haynes 
creek, 

This will be the first legitimate dis- 
trict in the state under the new law. 
The government engineer stationed 
here> J. V. Phillips, has made a com- 
prehensive survey of the proposed dis- 
trict and the land-owners are going 
to carry out his recommendations. 

The drainage work proposed for the 
Gwinnett county district includes the 
construction of a ditch eight miles 
long, ‘With a varying depth of from 5 
to 7 feet, and a width at the bottom of 
from 16 to 18 feet. The. watershed 
surveyed includes about 32,900 acres. 

In his report Mr. Phillips states that 
the rainfall annually in the. district 


t 


announce~, 


covered by -the watershed is from 50 
to inches. The drainage improve- 
ments, however, are based on the run- 
off from heavy storms of 24 to 4 
hours’ duration, rather than upon fig- 
ures for long periods. The cost esti- 
mate per acre is higher than what 
average drainage work can be ac- 
complished for/ because there will be 
quite a bit of rock to move to carry 
out the scheme. 

Should the dredge and attachments 
be sold by the district after the work 
is completed the cost will be reduced 
proportionately. It is estimated that 
for the 620 acres to be directly benefit- 
ed the cost, less the sale of machinery, 
will approximate $8,000.

the interior, to intern him in Souzdal 
monastery for life. Sabler’s objection 
to the purchase of the dead writers 
estate is that Tolstoy was an enemy 
of Christianity and of the Greek Or- 
thodox church, and that the step con- 
templated will give the impression that 
the Russian government is compromis- 
ing with: Tolstoy’s heresies. The coun- 
cil of ministers is divided in opinion 
at the moment. Nobody believes in 
Sabler’s good faith. The procurator § 
aim is known to be to brand his col- 
league, Kokovtseff, now premier, whom 
he hates, as a “‘‘liberal,’’ and thus in-

The Russian critic. Kuznetsoff, has 
just published a weird characteriza- 
tion of “Bohemian Russian Geniuses.

Ku- 
prin’s “Duel” at once made 
mous, and Andreyeff’s wonderful short 
stories of the type of “Grand Slam” and 
“The Pit’ evoked the admiration of 
Tolstoy, with whom Kuprin also was 
a favorite.
